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IX  OXE  mail  we  have  two  complaints  from  readers  o(  this 
paper  about  transactions  with  advertisers. 
The  first  tells  of  purchasing  a  trio  of  "White  Wyandotte? 
at  $10.  and  says  he  received  a  cockerel  with  a  lot  of  dark 
feathers  and  "  a  comb  that  resembles  a  chair  cushion  more 
than  it  does  a  White  Wyandotte  comb,  and  the  pullets'  combs 
are  no  better."  He  adds,  "I  reserved  the  right  to  return  them 
If  not  satisfactory,  and 
have  the  price  back, 

but  he  would  not  ~nm.. 
accept  them,  so  I  hud 
to  keep  them.  Has  the 
buyer  any  rights  that 
the  breeder  should 
respect?"' 

The  second  case  is 
that  of  a  man  who 
bought  several  sittings 
of  eggs  on  the  written 
agreement  of  a  certain 
breeder.  ,;  1st.  They 
were  to  be  his  best 
eggs.  2d.  One  sitting 
each  from  h  i  s  three 
best  pens.  3d.  The 
numljer  of  pen  to  be 
marked  on  each  egg. 
4th.  Delivery  April 
5th  o  r  6th."  H  e 
describes  the  eggs 
received  as  follows : 
"Eggs  received  April 
9lh.  Of  the  three  sit- 
tings (45  eggs)  13  were 
nice  large  brown  eggs, 
averaging  30  ounces  to 
the  dozen;  18  were 
poorer  in  size  and 
color,  and  averaged  23 
ounces  to  the  dozen ; 
14  were  very  small  and 
of  poor  color,  weigh- 
ing only  21  ounces  to 
the  dozen.  The  whole 
lot  contained  7  eggs  so 
poor  in  shell  that  it 
would  have  been 
impossible  for  a  hen  to 
incubate  them."' 

He  sends  me  six  of 
the  poorest  eggs  as  a 
sample.

Let  me  say  at  the 
beginning  of  what 
comments  I  have  to 
make  on  points  brought 
up  by  these  two  com- 
plaints that  as  to  the 
general  merits  of  either 
case  I  have  no  opinion, 
as  I  have  before  mc 
only  one  side  of  each 
case.  1  simply  use 
the*e  as  texts.  II  y 
experience  has  l>een 
that  nearly  always  the 
complainant  stales  his 
case  much  more  strong- 
ly and  positively  than 

the  facts  warrant.  Frequently  things  that  he  was  positive 
he  had  in  black  and  white,  just  as  he  understood  and  repre- 
sented them,  are  found  to  be  quite  different.  That  may  not 
be  so  in  either  of  the  above  cases,  but  in  neither  of  tbcm  has 
the  complainant  gone  about  adjusting  the  difficulty  In  the 
riirlit  way. 

If  the  man  who  bought  the  $10  trio  of  birds,  bought  them 


on  approval,  the  thing  for  him  to  do  was  to  inspect  them  at 
once  after  taking  them  home,  and  if  not  satisfactory  return 
them  at  once.  If  the  birds  were  bought  on  approval  there  was 
no  need  to  give  the  seller  a  chance  to  refuse  to  take  them  back. 
Send  them  to  him  and  he  will  take  them  if  returned  as  per 
conditions  of  sale.  He  cannot  do  otherwise.  I  suspect  that 
in  this  case  the  buyer  is  either  in  error  about  the  conditions  of 
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sale,  or  has  allowed  himself  to  be  "bluffed.''  He  does  not  in 
the  letter  before  me  give  the  name  of  the  party  who  sold  him 
the  birds. 


The  second  case  presents  features  which  open  the  way  to 
discussion  of  a  number  of  topics. 


The  eggs  sent  me  are  not  nice  large  eggs,  but  they  are  such 
eggs  as  many  stocks  of  good  Wyaudottes  produce  quite  a  large 
proportion  of.  They  are,  in  fact,  ordinary  Wyandotte  eggs  — 
the  kind  I  had  in  mind  when  I  said  some  things  about  Wyau- 
dottes and  AVyaudotte  eggs  last  year,  which  a  good  many 
didn't  like.  I  suppose  from  the  statement  quoted  above  that 
the  poorest  of  the  next  best  lot  of  eggs  were  better  than  the 

best  of  these.  If  that 
is  the  case,  I  think  the 
18  would  have  to  be 
passed  as  good,  satis- 
factory eggs.  The  IS 
eggs  weighing  3  0 
ounces  to  the  dozen 
are  extra  good,  and 
are  larger  than  it  is 
advisable  to  produce 
market  eggs.  I  don't 
think  the  customer 
could  reasonably  ex- 
pect all  eggs  like  the 
first  13. 

To  my  way  of  think- 
ing, the  seller  made  a 
mistake  in  sending  out 
-ome  small  and  light 
colored  eggs,  also  In 
sending  eggs  with 
weak  shells.  If  the 
proportion  o  f  small 
light  colored  eggs  in 
the  14  was  the  same  as 
in  that  part  sent  me, 
should  say  there  were 
seven  or  eight  eggs 
that  should  have  been 
culled  out  fcr  lack  of 
size  and  color.  The 
others,  though  not  the 
nest,  would  pass. 

As  a  matter  of  fact, 
this  lot  of  45  eggs, 
taken  right  through, 
was  probably  such  a 
lot  as  a  breeder  hatch- 
ing many  chicks  and 
selling  many  eggs 
would  use  for  his  own 
hatching.  I  see  just 
such  lots  of  eggs  set  by 
many  breeders.  They 
set  the  small  and  poor 
eggs  because  they  are 
from  hens  that  are 
good  in  show  or  table 
points.  This  is  or  is 
not  good  policy,  ac- 
cording to  the  point 
of  view.  The  breeder

would  be  foolish  for 
him  not  to  do  so.    Extra  line  specimens  arc  so  difficult  to 
produce,  so  rare  and  so  valuable  that  a  wise  breeder  throws 
a  way  no  chances. 

And  it  is  no  more  possible  always  and  uniformly  to  get  tine 
specimens  that  are  of  good  laying  capacity  and  producers]  of 
eggs  that  are  extra  nice  in  size,  shape,  and  color  than  it  is  to 
reproduce  freely  and  faithfully  any  other  combination  of 
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qualities.  The  more  points  of  excellence  required  the  smaller 
the  proportion  of  specimens  of  high  general  excellence  pro- 
duced. Rare  combinations  are  obtained  sometimes,  but  not 
always  or  often.  They  are  the  exceptions  —  not  the  rule.  It 
Is  comparatively  easy  to  breed  for  a  single  marked  character- 
istic, or  to  give  one  quality  the  preference  while  accepting  less 
excellence  in  others.  To  breed  to  the  highest  ideals  in  both 
fancy  aud  utility  in  the  same  time  is,  generally  speaking, 
impossible.  And  whatever  may  be  the  case  after  many  gen- 
erations more  of  careful  breeding,  at  present  it  would  be 
unprofitable  for  any  breeder  to  attempt  to  do  a  business  in  all 
choice  eggs  from  all  prize  winning  quality  stock.  Personally 
I  doubt  whether  it  will  ever  be  much  different,  for  the 
"fancy"  by  the  very  nature  of  its  interest  demands  things  that 
are  difficult  to  produce,  and  as  soon  as  it  has  made  one  diffi- 
cult feature  common,  it,  without  waiting  for  a  change  in 
standards,  begins  to  make  more  exacting  requirements  for 
features  not  previously  given  so  much  attention. 

Whoever  wants  eggs  of  good  size  and  color  must  breed  for 
them,  aud  when  he  buys  stock  outside  from  persons  breeding 
for  more  requirements,  must  be  satisfied  to  take  a  smaller  pro- 
portion of  extra  nice  eggs  than  he  has  in  his  own  stock.  This 
correspondent  says  he  would  not  think  of  mixing  stock  that 
produced  such  eggs  as  he  sends  me  with  his  own.  He  ought 
not  to  mix  any  kind  of  stock  with  his  own  until  he  has  some 
idea  of  what  is  likely  to  result  from  the  mixture.  No  matter 
what  one  is  breeding  for,  new  blood  is  always  to  be  introduced 
with  caution,  and  never  in  such  a  way  that  it  can  influence 
the  whole  stock  beyond  possibility  of  immediate  repair.

What  to  do  with  the  poor  eggs  of  fine  fowls  is  a  good  deal 
of  a  problem  to  many  breeders.  It  is  as  easy  to  send  out  nice 
eggs  from  inferior  fowls  as  to  send  fine  feathers  selected  from 
a  worthless  cull.  It  is  a  very  easy  matter  —  comparatively  — 
to  get  together  a  flock  of  ordinary  good  birds  that  lay  nice 
eggs.  From  such  a  flock  one  can  send  out  eggs  with  which 
customers  will  be  mightily  pleased,  which  will  hatch  well  and 
produce  chicks  that  will  grow  and  thrive  and  delight  the 
owner — until  they  become  mature  enough  to  discover  the  fact 
that  there  is  not  a  more  than  ordinary  specimen  in  some 
dozens,  scores,  or  hundreds  of  them. 

I  saw  a  very  practical  illustration  of  this  in  the  yards  of  an 
amateur  last  summer.  He  took  me  out  to  show  me  the  dif- 
ference in  results  from  egg3  from  a  way  up,  and  from  an 
unknown  breeder  of  a  certain  variety  of  fowls.  From  the 
first  he  had  a  few  chicks  which  in  advance  he  described  as 
very  unsatisfactory.  From  the  others  he  had  a  splendid 
hatch  and  a  thrifty  lot  of  chicks.  The  eggs  from  the  "  big" 
breeder  were  not  uniform  ;  the  eggs  from  the  other  the  finest 
lot  he  had  ever  seen.   When  I  saw  them  I  found  not  a  single 
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chick  In  the  lot  to  which  the  owner  *'  pointed  with  pride"  that 
was  not  malformed.  Every  one  had  a  roached  back,  yet  they 
were  all  big  hearty  looking  chickens.  There  was  not  one  that 
was  good  in  color.  The  other  lot,  few  in  numbers  and  not 
uniform  in  appearance,  yet  contained  three  or  four  chicks  that 
gave  every  indication  of  developing  into  remarkably  fine  speci- 
mens, any  one  of  which  would  perhaps  be  worth  more  than 
all  cost. 

If  a  breeder  keeps  at  home  all  the  poor  eggs  from  good  birds 
he  will  please  his  customers  in  the  eggs  but  runs  great  risk  of 
not  treating  them  as  well  as  himself  in  birds.  The  best  he  can 
do  is  to  treat  them  as  well  as  himself,  and  as  well  as  is  custom- 
ary. It  is  not  customary,  and  as  I  have  said,  is  not  practi- 
cable or  profitable  to  send  out  at  any  ordinary  price  eggs  that 
cannot  fail  to  please  the  most  exacting  critic  of  eggs  from  the 
very  choicest  of  selected  stock. 

Buyers  are  sometimes  too  exacting — unreasonable.  Sellers 
are  sometimes  too  lax — careless  in  filling  orders.  Differences 
arising  out  of  such  circumstances  can  and  should  be  adjusted. 

This  correspondent  says:    "I  have  not  written  Mr.  ,  and 

don't  propose  to  open  any  argument  with  him,  but  shall  swal- 
low the  dose  he  gave  me  and  refuse  like  medicine  in  future.  I 
would  like  to  state  the  facts  in  the  case  to  you  and  ask  if  on 
principle  you  think  he  gave  me  a  square  deal." 

As  I  said  at  the  outset,  I  cannot  form  an  opinion  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  on  a  one  sided  statement  of  it.  But  to 
give  my  opinion  of  the  case  as  presented  by  one  side,  taking 
first  the  points  said  to  be  agreed  upon  before  the  order  was 
given,  and  supposing  that  these  are  as  the  correspondent  who 
makes  the  complaint  understands  and  states  them. 

1.  "  They  were  to  be  his  best  eggs.'' 

I  think  it  possible  that  they  were  as  he  understood  it,  and 
that  the  most  he  could  fairly  be  accused  of  is  carelessness  in 
selecting  to  fill  the  order,  and  that  as  already  6tated  might  be 
explained  by  his  desire  to  give  eggs  of  choice  birds. 

2.  "One  sitting  each  from  his  three  best  pens." 
Nothing  known  about  this. 

3.  "  The  number  to  be  marked,  etc." 

This  is  not  customary,  and  is  a  matter  that  one  might  easily 
overlook. 

4.  Delivery  April  5  or  6. 

The  eggs  were  not  received  until  the  9th.  Such  a  delay  is 
not  material.  It  is  not  reasonable  to  ask  for  or  insist  upon 
strict  adherence  to  certain  dates,  nor  is  it  usual  to  promi.-e 
such  in  regard  to  shipment.  If  the  case  were  miue  I  would  as 
soon  have  eggs  come  a  few  days  late  as  right  on  time.  Indeed 
if  they  came  early  I  would  suspect  that  they  had  been  held, 
while  if  they  were  a  little  late  I  would  think  it  probable  that 
the  eggs  sent  me  were  strictly  fresh. 

As  I  see  the  case,  from  the  complainant's  side,  he  has  just 
and  reasonable  ground  for  complaint  only  on  two  scores.  (1) 
That  a  few  eggs  were  poor  in  shell,  aud  a  few  very  small.  (2) 
That  the  eggs  were  not  marked  as  he  requested.  Because  the 
seller  of  the  eggs  has  given  ground  for  complaint  in  these  two 
matters  it  does  not  follow  that  he  deliberately  tried  not  to  fill 
the  order  according  to  agreement  to  in  a  way  defraud  his  cus- 
tomer. .  The  worst  I  would  say  of  him  is  that  be  was  not  as 
careful  as  the  most  careful  shipper  should  be  in  selecting  eggs, 
and  that  in  the  matter  of  failing  to  mark  them  he  did  what 
anyone  might  easily  have  done  under  the  circumstances. 
Mistakes  happen  even  in  the  best  regulated  establishments.

There  is  one  point  of  principle,  however,  on  which  my  mind 
is  very  clear.  It  is  that  in  not  stating  his  grievance  to  the 
man  from  whom  he  bought  the  eggs  before  relating  it  else- 
where, my  correspondent  is  unfair  to  him.  It  is  due  every 
man  who  makes  a  mistake  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  cor- 
rect it.  It  is  time  enough  to  assume  that  a  man  is  unfair  or 
dishonest  when  he  ignores  requests  for  an  explanation  or 
refuses  to  remedy  a  mistake  when  brought  to  his  notice. 

My  correspondent  says  :  "I  fully  realize  the  'breadth'  of  my 
inquiry."  I  doubt  it,  and  I  don't  think  he  at  all  realizes  the 
tendency  of  his  making  his  complaint  to  me  before  trying  to 
adjust  it.  Such  complaints  have  a  cumulative  effect  in  the 
office  of  a  poultry  journal.    In  a  case  where  the  advertiser  is 
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personally  known  to  us  and  has  a  well  established  reputation 
they  produce  little  effect;  but  in  case  an  advertiser  we  did  not 
know  personally  happened  to  become  the  victim  of  several 
complainants  about  the  same  time  his  standing  here  would 
become  a  little  uncertain,  and  my  experience  with  complain- 
ants has  been  that  they  mostly  go  off  at  half  cock  when  mak- 
ing complaints,  but  hang  fire  indefinitely  when  it  comes  to  let- 
ting it  be  known  that  the  matter  was  satisfactorily  adjusted. 
The  proportion  of  complainants  who  will  take  the  trouble  to 
clear  one  they  have  wrongfully  charged  with  unfairness  or 
dishonesty  does  not  exceed  one  in  fifty.  Once  in  a  while  one 
will  write  and  tell  us  the  matter  was  satisfactorily  adjusted. 
A  few  more  will  admit  it  if  questioned.  Most  seem  to  exhaust 
their  powers  of  expression  in  making  complaint. 

The  poultry  business  is  not  all  donejust  as  it  should  be,  but 
it  is  not  so  different  from  other  businesses  in  that.  What  is 
right  and  fair  between  buyer  and  seller  is  largely  a  matter  of 
what  is  customary  and  usual.  Misunderstandings  exist  as  to 
what  is  customary  and  arise  in  regard  to  transactions  where 
special  obligations  are  indicated.  They  can  be  best  dealt  with 
by  considering  them  as  such  and  treating  them  on  that  basis. 
That  is  the  way  to  do  until  it  becomes  plain  that  there  is  intent 
to  defraud  or  a  positive  refusal  to  fill  a  plain  contract  is  made. 
Then  is  the  time  to  do  things,  and  the  things  necessary  to  do 
are  easier  done  if  all  the  preliminaries  have  been  done  courte- 
ously and  in  an  orderly  way  with  due  respect  to  the  rights  of 
those  concerned. 

However,  the  best  treatment  for  the  diseases  of  the  poultry 
and  egg  trade  is  the  preventive  treatment.  It  is  to  be  applied 
by  both  buyers  and  sellers.  The  buyer  needs  to  be  cautious 
and  careful  in  placing  his  orders,  sure  that  the  terms  of  the 
order  are  understood  alike  by  himself  and  the  seller,  and  also 
sure  that  he  knows  he  is  right  when  he  takes  exception  to  the 
manner  in  which  his  order  is  filled.  Some  people  pick  this 
knowledge  up  as  they  go  reading  it  between  the  lines  in  poul- 
try books  and  papers,  or  catching  it  bit  by  bit  in  their  inter- 
course with  poultrymen.  Others,  some  from  lack  of  oppor- 
tunity, some  from  lack  of  disposition  fail  to  learn  them  except 
by  hard  personal  experiences.  Aud  the  sellers  have  their  duty 
to  perform.  There  is  rarely  one  that  does  not  sometimes  slip, 
a  fact  which  explains  some  faults  of  honest  men — but  does  not 
excuse  or  remedy  them.  The  utmost  care  should  be  given  to 
the  filling  of  orders,  and  every  reasonable  complaint  should  be 
met  by  an  effort  to  adjust  it.  Some  of  the  "specialists"  might 
learn  a  lesson  from  some  of  those  they  call  "hucksters"  in  the 
treatment  of  customers.  Whatever  else  he  may  be  the  "huck- 
ster" is  generally  a  shrewd  business  man,  and  with  most  of 
them  it  is  a  rule  to  satisfy  a  customer,  even  though  to  do  it 
involves  admitting  an  error  when  they  believe  there  was  none, 
or  financial  loss. 
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Mr.  Boyer's  Views  on  Broiler  vs.  Squab  Raising 


WE  seem  to  be  living  in  a  squab  raising  era,  and  the 
question  has  arisen,  "  Will  this  pigeon  boom 
cripple  tbe  regular  broiler  industry?"  We  do 
not  believe  it  will.  It  has  a  tendency  of  driving 
the  squab  broiler  fad  from  off  tbe  earth,  but  it  cannot  enter 
into  competition  with  the  \\  to  2  pound  broiler. 

Elmer  C.  Rice,  who  has  become  famous  in  the  squab  indus- 
try, and  who  has  written  a  book  on  the  subject  entitled, 
"Kational  Standard  Squab  Book,"  says  there  are  more  squab 
breeders  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  and  southern  Xew  Jersey 
th:Hi  there  are  chicken  breeders.  Xow  Mr.  Rice  hails  from 
Boston,  and  as  we  have  a  very  strong  regard  for  the  Bostoni- 
ans,  we  hate  to  dispute  this  assertion.  We  hap- 
pen to  live  right-in  south  Jersey,  and  spent  the 
be-t  part  of  our  life  in  eastern  Pennsylvania,  and 
have  a  pretty  complete  li >t  of  the  poultrymen 
in  that  section.  For  tbe  past  year  we  have  been 
looking  up  tbe  squab  industry,  and  while  «e 
admit  it  is  growing,  the  fact  still  remains  that 
there  are  three  times  the  numlier  of  broiler 
raisers  here  to  those  who  devote  their  time  to 
squabs.  But  we  have  found  that  of  late  there  is  a 
tendency  to  combine  the  industries,  and  we  think 
tbe  combination  can  be  made  profitable. 

A  great  many  are  led  into  this  squab  business  by 
reading  the  glaring  announcements  of  tbe  boom- 
ers. They  are  shown  how  individuals  are  making 
from  $3,000  to  85,000  a  year,  and  that,  loo,  with- 
out much  investment  of  capital,  and  with  com- 
paratively no  labor.  We  are  taught  that  there  are 
no  risks.  If  all  those  things  were  true  how  long 
would  it  be  before  squabs  would  be  a  glut  upon 
the  market?  Sooner  or  later  many  of  these 
enthusiasts  will  drop  out  of  business,  just  as 
tbey  did  when  the  great  broiler  boom  was  on. 

Farm  Journal  says  that  with  good  care  and 
the  skill  that  comes  with  experience,  a  return  of 
one  dollar  per  year  may  be  reasonably  expected 
from  each  pair  of  breeders  in  the  loft. 

John  G.  Guinins,  in  the  American  Farmer 
says:  "From  our  own  experience  we  would  say 
that  if  you  average  six  pairs  of  young  birds  a  year 
from  a  pair  of  old  birds  you  are  doing  remark- 
ably well,  and  much  better  than  nine  out  of  ten 
breeders  are  now  doing."  We  saw  it  stated 
somewhere  that  it  costs  about  five  cents  per 
month  to  keep  a  pigeon.  That  would  leave 
tbe  cost  at  81.20  for  each  pair  of  breeders.  Tbe 
market  quotations  show  that  from  25  cents  to  40 
cents  each  is  paid  for  squabs. 

One  pair  of  breeding  pigeons,  according  to  tbe 
statement-  we  have  before  us,  will  produce  easily 
ten  squabs  in  a  year,  and  taking  the  lowest 
market  quotation,  will  yield  an  income  of  $2.50. 
Deduct  from  that  $1.20  for  feed,  and  there  will 
l«  a  profit  of  $1.30  on  that  pair  of  birds.  That's 
making  money. 


Ten  broilers  would  cost  to  get  ready  for  market  §2.25.  That 
Includes  cost  of  eggs,  incubation  and  feed.  The  average  price 
the  past  year  in  the  New  York  market  was  35  cents  a  pound, 
leaving  an  income  of  $5.25  for  the  ten,  or  a  net  profit  of  $3. 
Some  years,  however,  the  market  price  does  not  run  quite  so 
high,  but  anyway  these  figures  show  that  there  is  as  much 
money  in  raising  squab  pigeons  as  there  is  in  raising  broilers. 
The  pigeon  men  might  well  argue  that  there  is  less  labor  con- 
nected with  their  industry  than  there  is  with  broiler  raising, 
and  so  we  believe  there  is,  but  the  squab  caunot  supplant  the 
broiler  from  tbe  fact  that  it  is  practically  a  different  class  of 
food.    Some  epicures  do  not  like  pigeon  in  any  form,  and  so

running  and  jumping  from  one  Bide  of  the  pen  to  the  other.  The  females  arc  a  quiet  unobtrusive 
yellowish  brown,  the  feathers  having  black  margins.  So  it  is  that  kind  nature  has  made  the  hen  the 
color  of  the  ground,  a-,  well  as  her  little  chicks,  that  they  may  escape  notice  and  thrive  and  increase 
in  the  woods,  hidden  and  unobserved  by  gunners  and  vermin. 

My  Golden  and  English  Ring  Neck  pheasants  are  great  pets.  Last  summer  we  had  several  hundred 
young  ones  running  loose  on  the  lawns,  and  as  soon  as  they  saw  me  they  would  lly  to  me,  and  by  the 
time  I  sat  down  to  feed  them,  some  would  have  alighted  or.  my  shoulders  and  lap.  all  equally  anxious 
for  a  morsel  from  my  hand.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  have  them  so  tame,  and  they  take  special 
delight  now  when  I  go  lo  their  pens  early  in  the  morning  witb  fresh  clover  tops. 

During  the  recent  severe  winter  we  lost  only  one  bird,  a  Golden  male,  which  look  cold  at  a  poultry 
show.  The  change  from  the  very  cold  pen  to  the  warm  show  room,  and  overfeeding  while  there,  was 
too  much  for  him.   We  got  $5  for  his  skin  from  a  taxidermist,  so  a  dead  Pheasant  is  worth  quite  a  bit. 

We  had  two  pens  of  English  Ring  Neck  Pheasants  on  a  hillside,  without  any  house,  affthe  winter. 
Simply  digging  out  part  of  the  snow,  and  putting  in  some  leaves  for  them.  These  birds  are  in  simply 
gram)  condition,  and  have  already  begun  to  lay.  For  hardy,  healthy,  paying  stock  the  Pheasants  can't 
be  beaten  the  year  round.  E.  F.  OONNJESS.

there  are  some  that  do  not  like  broilers.  Weighed  on  either 
side,  there  Is  a  good  argument  for  both,  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  one  should  antaconize  tbe  other.  We  believe  it  is  profit- 
able to  combine  the  industries. 

On  one  of  tbe  poultry  farms  in  Hammonton,  the  proprietor 
Is  devoting  his  farm  to  eggs,  roasters,  broilers  and  squabs,  and 
he  says  the  combination  is  an  excellent  one.  When  prices  of 
broilers  are  down,  as  a  general  thing  the  price  of  eggs  are 
more  or  less  encouraging,  and  when  the  broiler  season  is  on 
the  decline,  the  squab  prices  are  attractive.  The  roasters,  he 
says,  is  a  good  way  to  dispose  of  the  old  stock,  and  it  always 
fills  in  an  Important  nicbe. 

To  sum  up,  those  who  engage  in  either  broiler 
or  squab  raising  must  not  imagine  that  there  is 
no  labor  attached  to  it,  for  there  is.  No  drone 
can  succeed  in  any  business.  It  is  always  the 
wideawake  business  man  who  is  putting  money 
in  bis  pocket.  When  the  broiler  boom  started 
some  years  ago  it  was  amusing  to  note  the  class 
of  men  who  went  into  it.  Some  came  to 
Hammonton  with  high  bats,  and  wore  gloves 
when  they  cleaned  out  the  poultry  bouses. 
They  changed  their  style  after  they  were  in  the 
business  a  few  months,  and  many  of  them  quit 
the  work  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Sow  just 
tbat  class  of  men  are  stepping  into  this  squab 
business,  and  we  will  see  the  same  results.  It 
bas  always  been  so. 

Another  fact  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  tbe 
pigeon  men,  and  that  is,  successful  squab 
raising  can  no  more  be  accomplished  with 
common  pigeons  than  profitable  broiler  raising 
can  with  common  hens.  There  must  be  a  pure 
breed  used  that  fills  all  the  requirements.  The 
Homer  pigeon  is  to  the  squab  breeder  what  the 
White  Wyandotte  fowl  is  to  the  broiler  raiser. 

We  are  not  here  to  discourage  this  squab 
industry,  for  we  see  possibilities  in  it.  But  we 
ever  stand  ready  to  knock  in  tbe  bead  false 
booming,  whether  it  be  squabs,  broilers,  gin- 
seng, mushrooms,  or  anything  else.  There  is 
a  living  in  almost  any  industry  that  produces 
a  staple  article,  provided  the  right  kind  of 
man  is  back  of  it,  and  he  has  sufficient  capital 
and  facilities.  But  we  have  failed  to  find  the 
•'get  rich  quick"  results  from  any  of  these  l>oouis 
— unless  it  come  to  the  shrewd,  sharp  fellow 
who  is  doing  the  booming.  The  American  people 
are  gullible.    They  are  easily  led. 

In  parting  allow  us  to  say,  tbat  whatever 
branch  you  take,  go  slow,  build  up  gradually, 
and  if  you  use  good  common  sense  and  apply 
yourself  diligently  to  the  work,  you  will 
eventually  secure  tbe  desired  results  —  a  good 
substantial  living, — but  not  riches.

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Ground  Plan. 

THERE  are  at  present  In  use  on  the  poultry  farm  of 
W.  E.  Curtlss  &  Co.,  Rausomville,  New  York,  sixteen 
poultry  bouses  of  a  design  which  are  admirably 
adapted  for  keeping  twenly-five  laying  fowl.   At  the 
same  time  they  are  cheap,  easy  to  move  from  place  to  place, 
can  be  used  for  stock  of  all  ages,  and  can  be  readily  converted 
Into  a  storehouse. 

The  bouse  Is  very  simple  In  construction,  It  having  actu- 
ally been  erected  in  one  day  by  a  good  carpenter,  with  the 
exception  of  putting  the  paper  on  the  roof,  and  putting  In 
the  door  and  window.  The  window  in  the  house  in  use  la 
but  x  24  feet  in  order  to  utilize  some  old  sasb,  but  It  would 
undoubtedly  be  an  improvement  to  have  a  double  sash,  the 
lower  section  of  which  could  be  raised  when  desired.

To  Build  the  House. 

Cut  off  on  a  bevel  each  end  of  the  4x6  inch  timber  given  in 
the  bill  of  materials,  so  as  to  make  a  pair  of  runners.  Cut  in 
halves  the  16  ft.  2  x  4  inch  pieces,  and  nail  these  across  the 
two  runners,  which  are  laid  parallel  eight  feet  apart,  one  foot 
from  each  end.  We  now  have  the  sill  of  the  house  completed. 

The  frame  consists  of  five  studs  front,  and  five  back,  on 
three  foot  centers,  with  two  plates  and  five  rafters  all  of  2  x  4 
inch  stuff.  By  cutting  the  five  front  studs  5  ft.  54  inches  long, 
and  the  five  rear  2  ft.  7£  inches  long,  with  the  exception  that 
each  corner  stud  is  two  inches  shorter  than  the  given  dimen- 
sions, the  use  of  6  ft.  lengths  for  the  front  sheathing,  and  3  ft. 
lengths  for  the  rear  sheathing  is  obtained,  preventing  any 
waste  In  cutting.  The  rafters  are  8  ft.  8  inches  long,  just 
coming  to  the  outer  edges  of  the  plates.  The  door  and 
window  pieces  are  placed  as  shown  In  sketch. 

The  I  inch  matched  pine  flooring  is  nailed  directly  to  this 
frame,  as  is  the  pine  roofing.  The  eaves  are  3  inches  deep, 
and  are  supported  by  wooden  brackets.  On  the  sides  a  4  inch 
board  is  run  lengthwise  of  the  roof  boards  to  join  the  eaves. 

Four  by  one  foot  ventilation  openings  are  cut  in  each  end 
of  the  house  as  high  as  possible.  A  wooden  shutter  is  made 
to  fit  tightly  iu  this  opening  for  winter  use. 

The  door  frame  is  made  of  2  inch  by  1  inch  stuff,  in  this  case 
sawed  out  of  the  siding  material,  with  a  cross  brace  from 
corner  to  corner.  Over  this  is  tacked  a  medium  weight  cotton 
sheathing.  Hung  by  a  couple  of  3  inch  hinges,  it  closes 
directly  against  studs,  door  sill,  and  door  plates,  the  siding 
being  cut  so  as  to  permit  this.  Held  shut  from  the  outside  by 
a  button,  from  the  inside  by  hook  and  eye,  and  with  hook  and 
eye  to  hold  it  open  against  the  house,  the  door  is  complete. 

The  window  sash  in  these  houses  is  hung  from  the  top  on 
two  hinges,  and  is  swung  open  up  against-  the  roof.  If  a 
double  sash  were  used  it  could  slide  up,  the  upper  section  not 
being  moved.  A  piece  of  poultry  wire  must  be  nailed  over 
the  window  opening. 

The  droppings  board  is  made  of  the  I  inch  siding  in  two 
pieces  2  ft.  by  7  ft.  3  inches  each,  and  is  placed  15  Inches 
above  the  sill  across  the  end  of  the  house  furthest  from  the 
window,  resting  on  strips  nailed  to  the  studs.  The  three 
roosts  are  10  Inches  above  the  droppings  board,  and  10  Inches 
apart.  They  rest  in  slats  cut  In  strips  nailed  to  the  studs,  and 
are  supported  in  the  center  by  a  bracket  dropped  from  the 
roof  rafter  with  cross  piece  nailed  to  end  of  the  house. 
Roosts  are  of  1  iucli  by  2  inch  material  cut  from  siding. 

The  paper  is  fastened  to  roof  with  tin  caps  and  nails  that 
come  with  the  same.  Full  directions  for  applying  also  come 
with  each  roll  of  paper. 


A  couple  of  1  inch  by  8  Inch  boards  are  cut  to  fit  the  ends 
of  the  house  between  the  runners  to  cover  the  openings  under 
the  end  sills.   The  house  is  now  complete. 

Fill  the  house  to  the  top  of  the  runners  with  dry  earth,  and 
a  dry  floor  is  insured.   Sand  Is  to  be  preferred  if  obtainable. 

A  couple  of  boxes  a  foot  square,  which  will  just  slip  under 
the  droppings  board  are  used  for  nest  boxes.  Eight  or  nine 
inches  of  the  back  side  Is  removed  to  permit  the  entrance  of 
the  hen. 

The  bouse  has  been  found  sufficiently  warm,  being  so  low 
to  the  ground,  except  In  extremely  cold  weather,  when  a 
curtain  of  burlap  or  bagging  has  been  hung  from  the  roof  to 
hang  down  In  front  of  the  roosts  at  night.  The  fowls  have 
then  been  warm  enough. 

The  window  gives  lots  of  light,  sunlight,  and  fresh  air, 
when  more  is  needed  than  furnished  through  the  cotton 
sheathing  on  the  door.  For  summer  use,  the  end  ventilators 
have  been  made  so  that  the  bouse  can  be  practically  like  all 
out  of  doors,  yet  giving  shelter  to  the  fowls.  The  cotton  door 
provides  good  ventilation  without  drafts,  which  keeps  the 
house  dry,  and  furnishes  additional  light.  Cotton  in  place  of 
the  regular  window  has  been  found  to  make  the  house  too 
cold. 

A  house  of  this  design  has  the  great  advantage  of  being 
adapted  for  other  purposes  than  a  laying  house. 

A  brooder  can  be  set  in  it  along  towards  spring,  and  with  a 
good  lamp  kept  burning  outside  could  be  kept  sufficiently 
warm  even  on  quite  cold  days,  and  the  little  chicks  would  be 
able  at  times  to  have  what  was  practically  an  outside  run,  yet 
fully  protected. 

When  the  chicks  are  old  enough  to  leave  the  brooder  a 
piece  of  burlap  can  be  hung  from  the  droppings  board  to  the 
floor,  and  it  will  make  a  spendldcold  brooder.  If  the  weather

should  come  off  cold,  or  the  chicks  still  needed  some  heat,  a 
lamp  hung  from  beneath  the  droppings  board  would  keep 
them  sufficiently  warm.  If  the  season  was  advanced  so  they 
might  run  out  in  the  open,  by  removing  the  earth  floor  and 
lifting  the  end  board  they  could  run  in  and  out  at  will.  With 
the  house  so  arranged  it  has  been  used  this  past  season  most 
successfully  as  a  cold  brooder  for  ducks. 

If  desired  the  roosts  and  droppings  board  can  be  removed, 
and  three  hens  with  chicks  can  be  placed  In  It.  Fence  the 
interior  into  three  sections,  coop  up  the  old  hens  and  the  little 
fellows  will  have  an  ideal  run. 

When  chicks  are  just  old  enough  to  begin  to  roost  the 
droppings  board  can  be  removed  to  make  room  for  the  roosts 
placed  temporarily  at  that  height,  and  they  can  be  gradually 
raised  until  in  their  original  position,  and  the  droppings 
board  is  back  in  place. 

Thus  by  starling  with  the  brooder  In  the  spring  we  can 
bring  up  our  stock  in  one  house  from  the  time  of  hatching 
until  the  pullets  begin  to  lay,  and  there  will  be  no  loss  of  time 
from  having  to  break  in  the  birds  to  new  quarters.  If  one 
desires  to  increase  his  flock  the  next  year,  this  house  will 
serve  as  a  unit  iu  a  colony  house  system. 

At  the  present  time  six  of  these  houses  are  being  used  to 
house  flocks  of  twenty-five  breeding  ducks,  and  undoubtedly 
could  be  used  for  "growers"  and  "fatteners"  as  well. 

The  great  adaptability  of  this  style  of  house  to  stock  of  all 
ages,  together  with  its  moderate  price,  must  appeal  to  all. 
Herewith  is  furnished  a  bill  of  materials  and  actual  cost  at 
this  point,  thirty  miles  from  Buffalo,  without  labor.  The 
average  carpenter  could  be  estimated  to  erect  the  house  in 
two  days  of  ten  hours  each.

Alfalfa    and    Egg  Production 


1DO  not  find  much  written  about  alfalfa  iu  any  of  the 
poultry  journals,  and  yet  I  have  demonstrated  to  my  own 
satisfaction  during  the  past  year  that  it  excels  clover  both 
as  a  green  food  for  growing  chicks  and  a  winter  relish  for 
adult  fowls.  On  this  farm  we  have  a  field  of  four  acres  sown 
to  alfalfa  stretching  just  below  the  colony  coops  and  pens 
where  I  raise  my  chicks.  During  the  past  summer  I  noticed 
that  as  fast  as  1  gave  the  chicks  free  range  they  would  seek 
this  field  and  spend  hours  in  the  growing  alfalfa,  particularly 
when  it  blossomed  ready  for  cutting.  By  close  observation  I 
found  that  they  ate  the  tender  tops  and  purple  buds  raven- 
ously, and  certainly  they  seemed  to  thrive  on  the  food.  I 
tried  sowing  some  seed  iu  my  nursery  pen,  and  it  was  wonder- 
ful to  see  how  the  chicks  enjoyed  it  —  wee,  fluffy  fellows,  just 
from  the  incubator.   This  set  me  to  thinking. 

When  winter  came  on  I  housed  one  hundred  pure  Buff 
Cochin  pullets  in  a  fairly  roomy  and  comfortable  house.  The 
large  hay  barn  was  stored  to  the  roof  with  alfalfa  and  millet 
hay.  From  the  former  the  leaves  and  dried  blossoms,  still 
green  in  hue,  fell  in  masses  of  fine  fragrant  litter,  useless  to 
the  cattle  and  horses,  which  only  ate  the  bulkier  stems.  All 
winter  long  I  used  this  alfalfa  chaff  for  litter  in  my  houses, 
bedding  the  floor  deep  every  day.  The  hens  scratched  in  it 
for  their  grain,  and  ate  every  available  bit  they  could  pick  up. 
By  night  the  floor  would  be  bare,  and  a  fresh  supply  was 
thrown  in  ready  for  the  morning  meal.  My  hens  have  always 
done  well  as  winter  layers,  but  last  winter  they  outdid  them- 
selves and  made  a  record  which  was  and  is  the  wonder  and 
envy  of  all  my  neighbors,  and  as  we  had  some  pretty  severe 
weather,  I  give  the  credit  to  alfalfa,  especially  as  some  close 
neighbors  with  warmer  houses,  (one  of  them  is  heated),  who 
bought  patent  egg  making  foods,  protein  and  blood  meal  in 
large  quantities,  and  who  have  bone  mills,  and  feed  green  bone 
all  winter,  with  oyster  shell  and  mica  grit  and  cut  clover,  got 
next  to  no  eggs  all  winter.  In  fact,  the  one  who  has  the 
heated  chicken  house  did  not  average  three  eggs  a  week,  and 
the  other  barely  got  enough  for  family  use.   And  one  has  a 


flock  of  five  hundred  Brown  Leghorns,  and  the  other  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pure  Barred  Rocks.  Both  neighbors  have 
bought  eggs  for  hatching  of  me  this  spring,  and  are  going  to 
try  Cochins  as  winter  layers. 

I  give  you  the  record  of  my  two  houses  —  for  I  built  a  new 
one  for  the  pullets  last  fall.  They  were  March  and  April 
hatched,  and  began  to  lay  while  my  old  hens  were  in  their 
molt  in  October.  I  kept  no  record  for  this  month,  but  begin- 
ning with  the  first  of  November  the  pullets'  record  is  as 
follows. — November,  1,384  eggs;  December,  1,620;  January, 
1,210;  February,  1,517;  a  total  of  5,731  eggs  for  the  four 
mouths.  In  the  old  house  were  eighty-five  two  year  old  hens. 
I  got  eggs  from  this  bouse  all  through  the  molt,  but  not  in 
large  numbers,  so  I  did  not  begin  to  keep  a  record  until 
December.  In  that  month  they  laid  875  eggs;  in  January, 
966;  and  in  February,  1,523;  a  total  output  of  3,364  egg's. 
These  iast  were  of  fine  breeding  stock,  and  I  saved  them  for 
sitting,  selling  to  customers,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  40 
sittings  at  $1.50  per  sitting  of  15.  This  amounted  to  $60.  The 
remainder  I  placed  in  my  own  incubators.  Of  the  pullets' 
eggs  I  marketed  460  dozen  at  30  cents  per  dozen,  making 
$142.50. 

In  past  winters  eggs  from  my  old  hens  have  been  few  and 
far  between.  It  was  the  pullets  that  laid  the  eggs.  But  not 
only  did  the  hens  lay,  but  went  to  sitting  as  fast  as  each  clutch 
was  laid  out,  just  as  though  it  were  summer  weather.  I 
broke  as  many  as  a  dozen  at  one  time  last  January.  In  the 
face  of  facts  like  these,  I  naturally  give  the  credit  to  alfalfa. 
That  was  the  sole  addition  to  their  feed,  and  the  only  grain 
they  had  was  corn  and  an  occasional  feed  of  boiled  oats,  for 
we  did  not  sow  wheat  last  year.  At  the  present  writing  I 
have  over  six  hundred  thrifty  growing  chicks  scratching  in 
alfalfa  litter  for  their  grain;  whereas  in  the  neighborhood  the 
season  is  backward,  the  hens  are  only  just  beginning  to  set, 
and  nobody  has  any  chicks  as  yet. 

Yes,  I  have  become  an  enthusiast  on  the  subject  of  alfalfa, 
and  I  say  to  all  breeders  of  chickens,  sow  it  in  your  pens,  and 
also  store  it  as  a  winter  egg  producer,  and  you  "will  be  richly 
repaid.  I  know  whereof  I  write.  If  readers  of  Farm-Poul- 
thy  could  but  see  my  stock  this  spring,  young  and  old,  every 
one  a  busy,  happy,  thrifty  money  maker  they  would  never 
again  decry  Buff  Cochins  as  an  all  round  practical  fowl.  For 
general  utility  as  well  as  beauty  I  do  not  think  thev  can  be 
excelled.  Elsie  Robertson.

••  We  have  no  wish  to  undervalue  what  the  association  has  accomplished  in  the  past.  But  we 
are  interested  in  the  past  chiefly  as  a  guide  to  the  future.  It  is  true,  nevertheless,  that  the 
association  has  shown  more  life,  and  that  its  spasmodic  efforts  have  attracted  more  attention 
the  past  three  years  than  during  any  other  period  of  equal  length  in  its  history.  Poultrymen 
generally  now  recognize  the  need  of  a  truly  representative  association.  Well  then,  let's  have 
one.  What's  to  hinder?  Antagonism,  however,  will  not  give  it  to  us.  Association  and  co-op- 
eration are  what  is  needed.  In  other  words,  every  '  equally  able  '  person  whe  is  interested  in 
this  work  should  join  the  present  association,  and  by  '  pegging  away  persistently  at  its  history 
making,'  assist  in  'doing  more  enduring  work.' 

"  The  foregoing  is  the  practical  logic  of  the  situation,  and  we  hope  this  line  of  reasoning  may 
effective!;  appeal  to  each  one  of  the  'numerous  body  of  poultry  men'  who  appear  to  have 
adopted  the  plan  of  waiting  on  the  outside  until  most  of  the  hard  work  is  done  and  things 
generally  are  put  in  order  before  consenting  to  walk  into  the  parlor  and  accept  a  cushioned  seat 
near  the  open  fireplace.  Our  plea  is,  come  now  all  ye  'equally  able  and  companionable'  friends 
of  poultry  progress;  join  our  ranks  so  that  those  of  us  who  are 'persistently  pegging  away'  at  the 
important  work  iu  band  may  be  encouraged  and  benefited  by  the  valuable  assistance  of  your 
good  selves.  Rest  assured  of  a  cordial  welcome.  Take  bold  in  sufficient  numbers,  and  see  to 
it  that  your  votes  are  on  the  right  side  —  theu  if  you  have  further  cause  to  complain,  the  fault 
will  be  as  much  yours  as  ours.  How  about  it,  are  you  too  timid  to  try  it  on?  Haven't  you  the 
courase  of  your  convictions?  Why  not  get  iu  line  aud  tight  for  what  you  believe  is  right,  wise, 
ami  needful? 

"  Sot  antagonism,  but  earnest,  intelligent,  hearty  co-operation  and  good  fellowship  point  the 
nearest  and  surest  road  to  practical  results." 


What  Hinders. 

THE  Invitation  given  above  is  a  cordial  one,  and  merits  a  courteous  reply.  The  criticism 
of  those  outside  the  association  though  not  (from  the  outsiders'  point  of  view)  fair  and 
just,  is  temperate  to  a  degree  quite  unusual. 

What  hiuders  the  formation  of  a  truly  representative  organization  of  poultrymen? 
We  regret  that  a  plain  statement  of  the  facts  makes  a  reply  however  courteously  phased  seem 
an  ungracious  response  to  a  kind  Invitation. 

The  greatest  hindrances  to  the  organization  of  a  truly  representative  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation today  are  the  existence  of  a  non-representative  American  Poultry  Association;  the 
persistent  avoidance  by  that  association  of  the  first  rational  step  toward  placing  it  on  a  truly- 
representative  basis;  the  scandals  that  have  been  responsible  for  a  large  part  of  the  attention 
the  association  has  attracted  during  the  last  three  years ;  the  feuds  of  its  members ;  the  evidences 
of  the  prevalence  of  "graft"'  in  the  association,  and  the  apparent  inability  of  the  association,  as 
an  association,  to  do  anything  that  will  count  toward  its  own  reformation. 

The  existence  of  an  organization,  however  impotent  or  bad,  in  a  field  where  but  one  organiza- 
tion is  needed  is  a  hindrance  to  the  organization  of  a  strong  and  good  association  just  as  the 
existence  of  another  building,  though  a  shack  or  a  ruin,  is  an  obstacle  to  the  erection  of  a  fine 
structure  on  the  same  site.  The  American  Poultry  Association  has  heretofore  had  no  organized 
opposition  for  two  principal  reasons:  First,  because  while  doing  the  poultry  fancy  a  certain 
service  it  made  no  effort  to  control  anything  but  the  authorized  descriptions  of  fowls,  and  so 
aroused  little  general  opposition.  Second,  because  as  the  opposition  based  on  antagonism  to 
its  plan  of  organization  and  the  resulting  evils  has  at  times  become  pressing,  those  in  charge  of 
the  association's  affairs  have  again  and  again  made  promises  of  change,  and  even  made  changes 
with  the  avowed  object  of  popularizing  the  association. 

It  would  not  be  true  to  say  even  now  that  those  outside  the  association  who  have  worked  to 
create  a  sentiment  for  a  representative  organization  of  poultrymen  are  without  hope  that  such 
an  organization  can  be  formed  by  reorganization  of  the  present  American  Poultry  Association. 
This  hope  rests  upon  the  fact  that  a  great  many  of  the  influential  members  of  that  association 
are  known  to  agree  substantially  with  the  outsiders  as  to  what  would  be  the  best  plan  of  organ- 
ization. According  to  what  is  called  above  '-the  practical  logic  of  the  situation,"  this  agree- 
ment as  to  ideals  should  bring  the  outsiders  into  the  association  there  to  work  out  with  the 
others  their  joint  ideals. 

But  that  is  not  the  practical  logic  of  the  situation.  To  say  that  there  is  agreement  in  purpose 
and  ideals  is  to  but  half  state  the  case.  The  fundamental  difference  between  those  inside  and 
those  outside  of  the  association  is  a  difference  in  belief  as  to  how  the  ends  are  to  be  reached  and 
the  ideals  attained,  and  to  those  outside  this  is  a  vital  difference  because  they  believe  from  the 
evidence  furnished  them  by  the  history  past  ami  current  of  the  American  Poultry  Association 
that  it  Is  utterly  impossible  to  make  a  truly  representative  association  unless  certain  features  of 
the  present  organization  are  done  away  with,  and  as  long  as  the  members  of  the  A.  P.  A. 
while  talking  of  change  and  progress,  show  no  disposition  to  rid  themselves  of  the  various 
"bodies  of  death"  the  association  is  weighted  with,  no  appeal— no  matter  how  cordial  or  urgent 
— will  make  much  of  an  impression  outside. 


When  the  Outsider  Goes  Into  the  A.  P.  A. 

WHEN  the  outsider  goes  into  the  American  Poultry  Association  he  see  things  differ- 
ently. So  they  tell  us,  ami  we  do  not  dispute  or  doubt  them.  We  do  question  though 
whether  his  vision  is  better,  and  we  doubt  that  it  is  as  good.  When  he  joins  be 
submits  to  an  established  order  of  things.  In  effect  he  pledges  himself  to  stand  by 
the  association  right  or  wrong.  He  becomes  responsible  for  its  faults;  its  shame  Is  his  shame. 
This  would  be  tolerable  in  a  truly  representative  organization,  but  not  In  one  so  constituted  and 
conducted  that  it  is  practically  impossible  for  most  of  those  entitled  to  participate  in  any  meet- 
ing to  attend  it.  The  result  is  that  when  the  association  is  wrong  the  member  must  apologize 
for  it  or  l»e  silent.  If  he  denounces  its  action  he  is  reminded  of  the  proverb  about  birds  that 
foul  their  own  nests ;  he  is  told  that  the  time  for  him  to  protest  was  before  the  vote  was  taken ; 
that  if  he  did  not  attend  the  meeting  that  was  his  fault,  etc. 

Yes,  indeed,  the  man  on  the  inside  sees  things  differently.  He  sees  them  from  another  point 
of  view.  Yet  the  things  are  the  same  things,  and  with  all  the  difference  in  point  of  view 
admitted,  the  greatest  difference  is  in  the  man's  having  shut  himself  out  of  the  privilege  of 
-peaking  about  the  things  he  sees  as  he  sees  them.  Thus  the  net  result  of  his  joining  the 
i--oi  iation  is  to  put  himself  in  a  position  where  be  can  neither  vote  for  what  he  wants,  nor 
niiii-i-e  what  he  disapproves.  This,  of  course,  is  understood  as  referring  to  the  member  who. 
If  he  attends  meetings,  must  do  so  at  his  own  expense.    Theoretically,  be  is  free  to  attend  —  it 


is  even  his  duty  to  attend  every  meeting.  Practically  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  attend  except 
at  the  rare  intervals  when  a  meeting  is  held  at  a  point  the  expense  of  reaching  which  is  not 
prohibitive. 

Outsiders  might,  with  the  co-operation  of  like  minded  persons  inside,  conspire  to  go  into  the 
association  at  a  certain  time  in  sufficient  numbers  to  revolutionize  it ;  but  why  do  things  In  such 
ways  when  they  can  be  done  better  openly,  regularly,  and  without  connivance  or  conspiracy 
whic  h  promoters  of  the  movement  would  not  care  to  have  told  in  public? 

Co-operation  Should  Begin  Within. 

IT  Is  quite  useless  for  the  A.  P.  A.  or  any  member  of  it  to  expect  an  appeal  to  the  outsiders 
who  have  antagonized  its  methods  to  produce  any  marked  results  while  the  association 
itself  is  attracting  attention  chiefly  by  the  developments  of  antagonism  between  members 
and  the  co-operation  of  those  who  have  axes  to  grind.  At  Rochester  there  was  harmouy— 
of  a  kind.  What  that  kind  was  anyone  who  reads  the  journals  edited  by  various  parties  par- 
ticipating in  that  meeting  may  judge  for  himself.  Prominent  members  of  the  association  are 
diligently  blackening  each  other's  characters,  gloating  over  the  misfortunes  of  their  fellows, 
giving  the  poultry  world  such  examples  of  lack  of  brotherly  love  and  fraternal  co-operation  as 
the  poultry  world  has  never  seen  before. 

We  on  the  outside  would  be  impressed  more  by  the  invitation  to  come  in  if  there  were  only  a 
little  less  antagonism  within  and  a  little  more  "hearty  co-operation  and  good  fellowship." 
Frankly,  we  think  our  kind  of  antagonism  is  better— better  for  us,  better  for  the  A.  P.  A.,  and 
better  for  the  poultry  industry  at  large,  and  until  the  good  fellowship  of  member  for  member 
develops  Into  manifestations  that  are  different  from  those  now  most  in  evidence  we  are  free  to 
say  that  we  prefer  the  fellowship  which  members  of  all  factions  exteud  to  the  outsider. 

The  Hard  Work  Not  Yet  Begun. 

TO  say  that  the  poultrymen  outside  the  A.  P.  A.  "appear  to  have  adopted  the  plan  of 
waiting  ou  the  outside  until  most  of  the  bard  work  is  done  and  things  generally  are  put 
in  order,  before  consenting  to  walk  into  the  parlor  and  accept  a  cushioned  seat  near  the 
open  fireplace"  seems  to  us  to  show  both  failure  to  understand  the  position  of  those 
pou-ltrymen  and  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  kind  and  amount  of  work  there  is  for  a  truly  repre- 
sentative and  effective  national  organization  to  do.  That  aud  such  bantering  remarks  as  con- 
clude the  appeal  do  not  come  most  appropriately  in  the  name  of  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  That  association  has  been  characterized  by  its 
failure  to  attempt  to  make  a  consistent  stand  for  anything  but  the  vested  rights  of  the  life  mem- 
bers in  the  association  and  of  the  association  in  the  Standard.  We  could  go  to  its  own  records 
and  show  how  again  and  again  when  the  question  of  doing  something  of  value  to  the  poultry 
interests  came  up  the  first  question  to  be  asked  was  what  it  would  cost  the  association  finan- 
cially, and  what  responsibility  would  be  assumed,  and  how  again  and  again  the  association  has 
voted  for  measures  which  it  was  hoped  would  redound  to  its  credit  without  costing  it  any- 
thing in  either  money,  responsibility  or  effort.  We  might  add  that  the  minutes  of  the  associa- 
tion and  the  files  of  poultry  journals  may  be  searched  in  vain  for  any  indication  that  anything 
substantial  ever  resulted  from  these  measures.  However,  it  is  the  spirit  in  which  they  weie 
taken  up  that  is  of  present  interest,  and  the  fact  that  neither  as  individuals  nor  as  representa- 
tives have  members  of  the  A.  P.  A.  shown  fighting  qualities  so  superior  to  those  of  the  outsiders 
that  they  are  justified  in  adopting  that  tone. 

There  will  never  come  a  time  when  men  inside  of  any  association  can  point  to  their  work  as 
so  complete  or  so  well  done  that  those  who  come  in  subsequently  will  have  nothing  to  do  but 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  the  labors  of  the  pioneers.  True  as  this  Is  of  the  best  of  associations,  it  is 
ten  times  true  of  such  an  organization  as  the  A.  P.  A.  Instead  of  standing  out  until  the  work 
is  done  outsiders  are  holding  off  until  they  see  some  hope  of  real  work  doing.  Gathering  in  life 
members  who  can  attend  meetings  only  once  or  twice  —  some  not  at  all  —  in  a  life  time,  and 
annual  members  who  drop  out  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is  work  for  the  secretary,  but  it  is  not 
work  that  yields  substantial  results.  Revising  standards  without  doubt  is  a  hard  task  for  those 
who  engage  in  it,  but  it  has  been  suggested  many  times  of  late  that  it  was  a  self  imposed  task, 
and  one  for  which  there  was  no  immediate  occasion  except  the  financial  needs  of  the  A.  P.  A. 

The  New  Standards  Will  Be  Late. 

THE  announcement  that  there  is  no  hope  of  getting  the  new  Standard  into  the  hands  of 
purchasers  before  September  or  October  will  disappoint  a  great  many  people.  Worse 
than  the  individual  disappointments  will  be  the  effect  of  the  delay  on  the  winter  shows. 
It  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  it  will  be  considerably  later  than  October  before  the 
hooks  appear.  If  so  we  will  have  two  different  standards  applied  at  shows  in  the  same  season, 
which  of  itself  will  cause  some  confusion  and  breed  numerous  complaints  as  to  unfairness  and 
irregularities  in  judging ;  but  even  worse  than  that  will  be  the  lack  of  opportunity  given  judges 
to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  new  Standards  aud  exhibitors  to  select  to  suit  changed 
requirements.  The  fact  that  changes  are  comparatively  few,  and  not  radical,  makes  little  dif- 
ference in  the  effect.  Both  decisions  as  to  what  birds  to  send  to  the  shows,  and  as  to  what  birds 
to  give  prizes  often  hinge  on  little  things. 

The  old  Standard  is  authority  until  the  new  one  appears.  Unless  the  new  one  appears  at  a 
convenient  season  it  will  become  evident  that  it  would  have  been  better  to  fix  a  date  inter- 
mediate between  two  show  seasons  and  nearer  the  close  of  the  one  just  past  than  the  opening 
of  the  coming  one,  as  the  time  when  the  new  Standard  was  to  become  effective.  However,  if 
the  poultry  associations  desire  it  is  in  their  power  to  avoid  any  disturbance  due  to  unseasonable 
appearance  of  the  Standard  by  making  the  present  Standard  requirements  govern  judging  in 
next  winter's  shows.

The  Virtues  of  Alfalfa. 

WHILE  we  cannot  give  unqualified  endorsement  to  all  that  the  contributor  in  this  paper 
says  of  alfalfa  as  an  "egg  food,"  we  wish  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  readers  that 
in  alfalfa  we  have  an  article  superior  to  clover  for  both  cows  and  hens.  The  writer's 
experience  in  feeding  it  extended  over  ten  years,  and  he  has  since  seven  years  ago 
when  he  last  used  it  had  opportunities  to  compare  it  with  other  "cow"  hays,  and  occasion  to 
long  for  the  alfalfa  hav  of  the  far  west. 

Some  .lav  the  rest  of  the  country  Is  going  to  become  fully  aware  of  the  value  of  this  plant  to 
«lairy  and  stock  men,  and  then  it  will  be  grown  as  exteusively  in  the  east  as  it  is  now  in  the 

*One  point  mentioned  In  Miss  Robertson's  article  is  wrong.  The  leaves  which  the  hens  relish 
so  much  are  not  useless  to  cattle  and  horses.  On  the  contrary  both  eat  them  readily.  For  cow 
feed  the  late  cuttings  which  are  leafy  and  fine  stemmed  are  preferred,  while  for  horses  the 
coarse  first  cutting  is  best.  Alfalfa,  however,  is  not  a  very  satisfactory  feed  for  any  but  work- 
in..;  horses.  It  keeps  horses  fat,  but  makes  them  sweat  too  freely,  and  also  tends  to  make  an 
excessive  flow  of  urine.  The  writer  found  in  feeding  it  freely  to  bens  that  unless  the  gr. .  n 
cured  leaves  were  fed  either  dry  as  cured,  or  after  being  fairly  well  cooked— allowed  to  boil  a 
few  minutes,  they  often  occasioned  a  very  offensive  diarrhoea. 
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Poultry  and  Eggs  in  Denmark/ 


MR.  J.  PEDERSEN-BJERGAAJRD, 
of  Copenhagen,  writer  on  the  sub- 
ject of  poultry  and  egg  production, 
editor  of  the  Poultry  Yard,  the 
official  journal  of  the  Society  for  Remunerative 
Poultry  Culture,  and  who  is  also  author  of  a 
comprehensive  and  very  much  appreciated 
work  on  the  subject  of  poultry  culture  for 
profit,  has  furnished  this  consulate  with  some 
interesting  facts  regarding  the  history  of  poul- 
i  rv  raising  and 
esrjt  production  in 
Denmark. 

Poultry  raising 
was  looked  upon 
by  the  Danish 
farmers  up  to 
w  i  t  hin  a  few 
years  ago  as  a 
"necessary  evil," 
which  could  not 
well  be  dispensed 
with.  A  few 
hens  were  kept 
on  the  farms,  and 
were  given  little 
or  no  attention. 
The  eggs  pro- 
duced were  few 
and  small,  and 
commanded  i  n 
the  home  market 
Jess  than  half  the 
present  price. 
No  attempts  were 
made  to  export 
eggs  before  1867. 
In  that  year,  and 
until  1871,  a  few 
thousand  scores 
of  eggs  were 
annually  export- 
ed. This  caused 
an  advance  in  the 
home  market 
price,  a  n  d  a  n 
increase  in  the 
number  of  hens 
kept.  In  the  fis- 
cal year,  1870— 
'71,  50,000  dozens 
eggs  were  exported  ;  in  1S71  —  '72  the  export 
jumped  to  555,000  dozens,  and  the  following 
fiscal  year,  1872— '73,  the  increase  was  remark- 
able, the  total  export  of  domestic  eggs  being 
2,310,000  dozens.  After  1880  there  was  a 
gradual  increase  in  the  quantity  of  eggs 
exported. 

In  1895,  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the 
Danish  Cooperative  E^'g  Export  Association, 
the  value  of  the  export  of  domestic,  eggs  was 
$1,047,000,  of  which  the  cooperative  company 
handled  $21,683  worth.  In  1896  Denmark 
exported  20,379,000  dozens  of  domestic  eggs, 
receiving  for  them  $3,459,000.  Of  this  amount 
the  cooperative  company  received  $188,500. 
In  1902  the  exports  of  domestic  eggs  reached 
35,967,000  dozens,  or  $6,451,000  worth,  of 
which  the  cooperative  company  received 
$1,087,000.  Official  Danish  statistics  for  1903 
are  not  yet  available. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  small 
farmer,  with  from  two  to  eight  acres,  is  the 
one  whois  profiting  by  this  remarkable  growth 
in  the  egg  export  business,  the  importance  of 
the  whole  subject  becomes  more  evident. 

There  are  three  well  known  poultry  societies 
in  Denmark,  which  have  for  their  object  the 
creation  of  an  active,  intelligent,  enthusiasm 
for  the  poultry  business.  The  youngest  of 
these  societies  —  Society  for  Remunerative 
Poultry  Culture — is  said  to  best  serve  the 
Danish  farmers,  since  it  has  for  its  sole  aim 
(unlike  the  other  societies)  the  creation  of  an 
interest  in  practical,  remunerative  poultry 
culture.  The  society,  while  paying  due  atten- 
tion to  the  importance  of  pure  breeds  of  poul- 
try, deprecates  paying  too  much  attention  to 
"  fancy  "  breeding.  The  society  concentrates 
its  energies  upon  such  practical  measures  as 
may  be  expected  to  result  in  an  increase  of 
income,  especially  for  the  numerous  class  of 
small  farmers  owning  from  four  to  eight  acres 
of  land.  To  this  class  the  annual  cost  of  mem- 
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bership  iu  the  society  is  twenty-seven  cents. 
Among  other  advantages  enjoyed  for  this 
small  fee  is  subscription  to  the  official  journal 
issued  twice  each  month. 

It  is  just  to  claim,  therefore,  that  the  society 
is  purely  patriotic.  The  manager  of  the  Coop- 
erative Egg  Export  Company  testifies  enthu- 
siastically to  the  splendid  educational  work 
accomplished  by  the  various  poultry  societies. 
The  societies  and  the  export  company  are

entirely  separate  in  their  organization.  Natu- 
rally, however,  they  attract  very  much  the 
same  membership,  and  the  work  of  the  coop- 
erative company  and  the  societies  necessarily 
harmonizes  and  is  correlative.  They  supple- 
ment each  other.  The  societies,  with  their 
official  papers,  reach  the  farmers  quickly,  and 
are  able  to  impress  them  with  any  facts  which 
changed  conditions  in  the  foreign  market  may 
render  it  profitable  for  the  farmers  to  know. 
It  is  in  this  educational  way  that  the  societies 
are  of  incalculable  value  to  its  members. 
Located  in  Copenhagen,  where  the  head  office 
of  the  cooperative  company  is  situated,  the 
societies  and  the  company  are  in  closest  sym- 
pathy. 

Breeds. 

The  leading  authorities  on  the  subject  of 
poultry  raising  iu  Denmark  maintain  that 


breeds  of  hens  having  a  "  good  strain  "  should 
be  kept  on  the  farm.  They  do  not  advocate 
"  blooded  stock."  The  aim  of  all  the  central 
organizations,  including  the  agricultural 
department  of  the  government,  is  to  induce 
the  farmers  to  produce  the  greatest  number  of 
eggs  possible  of  good  size.  All  authorities 
agree  upon  this  point,  i.  e.,  that  the  most 
profitable  hen  for  the  farmer  is  the  one  which 
will  lay  the  greatest  number  of  eggs  weighing 
no  more  and  no  less  than  12J  quints  each  (7.27 
eggs  per  pound). 

In  the  United  States  the  question  of  quality 
of  poultry  meat 
is  important. 
Here  it  is  consid- 
ered to  be  of  lit- 
tle or  no  impor- 
tance. "  Laying 
qualities,"  with 
particular  atten- 
tion to  the  size 
of  the  eggs  pro- 
duced, is  the  sub- 
ject which  has 
claimed  the  atten- 
tion of  those  who 
devote  themselves 
to  building  up  the 
poultry  business 
in  Denmark. 
The  E  u  g  1  i  s  h 
market  is  the 
basis  upon  which 
the  whole  egg 
production  busi- 
ness of  Denmark 
has  been  built. 
The  Danish  peo- 
ple have  discov- 
ered that  the 
Englishman 
wants  an  egg 
weighing  12£ 
quints,  and  so  the 
Danes  furnish 
them  eggs  of  this 
size  to  the  extent 
of  from  30,000,000 
to  40,000,000  doz- 
ens a  year,  receiv- 
ing for  them  more 
per  dozen  than 
does    any  other 


country  in  the  English  market,  and  3.3  cents 
more  per  dozen  than  the  average  price  paid  to 
all  countries  by  the  Englishmen. 

Mr.  Bjergaard,  who  is  perhaps  the  closest 
student  of  this  subject  of  breeds  in  Denmark, 
informs  me  that  the  so  called  Mediterranean 
breeds — the  Leghorns,  Spanish  Minorcas,  and 
the  Andalusians  —  have  enjoyed  the  greatest 
popularity  in  Denmark;  that  the  Brown  Leg- 
horns are  perhaps  most  commonly  met  with, 
either  pure  or  more  or  less  mixed  with  other 
pure  breeds  or  with  the  old  Danish  fowl;  that 
there  are  rather  better  strains  of  the  White 
Leghorns,  in  point  of  egg  laying  capacity, 
than  of  any  other  fowl.  The  Minorcas  are 
very  common  and  very  popular,  as  they  lay 
good  sized  eggs.  Of  the  breeds  above  men- 
tioned the  Andalusians  are  the  least  popular.

To  Readers  of  Farm-Poultry 

GREETING :— Poultry  keepers  ought  to  enjoy  the  very  severe  winter,  because  the  cold  weather  has  en  chanced 
prices  for  eggs  and  poultry,  so  that  those  who  have  given  their  birds  good  care  have  been  well  paid  for  their 
trouble.  Hatching  is  necessarily  delayed,  and  spring  chickens  will  be  scarce  and  high  priced.  It  will  pay  those 
who  are  fortunate  enough  to  have  any  to  do  all  that  they  can  to  keep  them  growing. 

Breeding  stock  has  been  confined  so  closely  on  account  of  the  ice  and  snow  that  they  will  be  as  lousy  as 
beggars  unless  something  has  been  done  to  keep  them  clean.  If  they  are  let  alone  now  they  will  not  lay  many 
eggs,  hatches  will  be  poor,  and  the  chicks  will  die  or  grow  very  slowly,  never  properly  maturing. 

You  can  get  lots  of  remedies  for  lice,  but  many  of  them  will  injure  the  birds  in  some  ways,  soil  their  plumage, 
taint  their  flesh  or  kill  the  chickens  when  they  hatch  in  it.  If  you  want  to  do  Ihings  right  get  the  right  kind  of  things

The  Langshans 
and  the  Orpingtons  are  known,  the  latter 
breed  beini;  classed  a>  about  on  a  par  w  ith  the 
American  breeds  mentioned,  (  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  AV\ audotte.-K  somewhat  superior  iu  the 
quality  of  the  meat,  but  ou  the  whole  less 
popular. 

The  Brahmas  and  Cochins  are  not  in  favor, 
being  considered  coarse,  greedy  feeders, 
unprofitable,  and  altogether  too  inclined  to 
brooding.  Of  the  fine  meated  French  breeds 
the  Faverolles  are  best  adapted,  aud  bid  fair 
to  become  popular.  Other  French  breeds  are 
not  hardy  iu  this  country. 

Pure  Breeding. 

Arrangements  are  now  being  made  for 
carrying  on  experiments  as  to  egg  laying  qual- 
ities of  various  pure  breeds.  It  Is  proposed  to 
announce  the  results  for  the  benefit  of  the 
fanners  when  results  are  obtained. 

Brooding. 

Incubators  are  Used  to  a  considerable  extent, 
but  the  most  popular  brooder  is  the  turkey. 
The  turkey  is  said  to  be  geutle,  tractable,  and 
easily  induced  to  brood.  If  confined  for  tw  o 
or  three  days  in  early  spring  before  they  begin 
lav  lug,  the  turkey  ben  almost  invariably  may 
be  induced  to  brood. 

Side   Industry   With  the  Farmers. 

There  is  little  specialization  in  poultry  or 
egg  production.  Specializing  is  not  encour- 
aged. There  are  but  few  large  poultry  estal>- 
lishmeuts  in  the  kingdom.  Eu'g  production  is 
looked  upon  as  an  excellent  adjunct  to  other 
agricultural  pursuits.  The  editor  of  the  Poul- 
try Yard  says : 

u  For  every  farmer  of  the  country,  espe- 
cially those  who  have  only  a  few  acres,  a  cer- 
tain additional  income  from  a  well  managed 
little  flock  of  fowls  is  our  ideal." 

Co-operative   Egg   Export  Associa- 
tion. 

Cooperative  marketing  of  farm  produce  is 
reduced  to  a  perfect  system  in  Denmark. 

The  Danish  Cooperative  Egg  Export  Asso- 
ciation has  a  membership  of  33,500  farmers, 
divided  into  500  local  societies,  or  circles,  each 
circle  being  an  integral  part  of  the  central 
company  and  subject  to  the  control  and  super- 
vision of  the  central  organization.  Each  circle 
has  its  own  bylaws,  but  such  bylaws  mu>t 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  those  of  the  cen- 
tral organization.  Naturally,  therefore,  the 
bylaws  of  the  500  circles  are  quite  uniform. 
Each  circle  collects,  at  its  own  expense,  the 
eggs  produced  on  the  farms  of  its  members 
and  prepares  them  for  shipment  to  one  of  the 
eight  general  shipping  centers  at  its  own 
expense.  After  leaving  the  circle  (the  local 
collecting  center)  all  expenses  are  borne  by 
the  company.    Profit  sharing  is  absolute. 

The  bylaws  of  the  cooperative  company 
declare  that  the  "principal  object  of  the  com- 
pany shall  be  to  build  up  the  most  profitable 
trade  in  Danish  eggs  in  foreign  countries."  To 
this  end  the  company  guarantees  to  purchasers 
that  all  eggs  delivered  by  the  company  shall 
be  new  laid  and  clean,  each  egg  being  stamped 
by  the  company's  registered  trade  mark  for 
new  laid  eggs. 

No  circle  of  less  than  ten  members  is  admit- 
ted to  membership  tn  the  company.  Each 
circle  on  being  admitted  pays  into  the  com- 
pany 13£  cents  per  circle  member.  Each 
circle  admitted  is  obliged  to  deliver  all  eggs 
collected  from  its  members  to  the  company. 
Eggs  over  seven  days  old  must  uot  be 
delivered,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  $1.34  for 
the  first  offense,  and  double  that  for  further 
offen-es.  A  circle  must  not  keep  eggs  longer 
than  four  days  after  collection  before  sending 
them  to  a  general  shipping  station  of  the  com- 
pany. The  eggs  must  le  delivered  absolutely 
clean.  Each  egg  must  be  stamped  plainly 
!<oth  with  the  number  of  the  circle  and  with 
the  number  of  the  member  of  the  circle 
delivering  the  egg.  Each  circle  must  provide 
its  members  with  stamping  ink  and  rubber 
stamps  bought  of  the  purveyor  indicated  by 
the  company. 

Each  member  of  a  circle  must  forward  all 
eggs  produced,  except  those  needed  for  home 
consumption  and  for  hatching.  Eggs  must  be 
carefully  gathered  even  day,  and  in  hot  sum- 


mer da>  s  twice  each  day.  Only  artificial  nest 
eggs  must  be  used,  and  the  nests  must  be 
barred  at  night. 

Each  circle  is  governed  by  a  circle  board, 
consisting  of  au  uneveu  number  of  members. 
This  board  provides  for  the  expense  of  collec- 
tion and  superintends  crating  for  shipment  to 
central  stations. 

The  eggs  are  shipped  by  the  500  circles  to 
one  of  the  central  shipping  stations  in  ordinary 
cardboard  egg  crates  set  in  pine  boxes  of  uni- 
form size. 

Grading,  Testing,  Packing,  and  Ship- 
ping. 

The  work  of  grading  and  testing  is  done 
mostly  by  women,  who  become  very  expert.

The  eggs  are  graded  according  to  weight. 
There  are  six  recognized  classes,  ranging  from 
64  to  9  kilograms  per  120  eggs  (1.43  to  2  pounds 
per  dozen  eggs). 

The  expert  graders  work  behind  a  long 
table,  upon  which  they  have  six  wooden  egg 
racks,  or  frames,  each  frame  with  ten  dozen 
holes  in  which  the  eggs  are  placed.  The  grad- 
ers can  tell  at  a  glance  to  which  grade  an  egg 
belongs,  and  they  distribute  them  very  deftly. 
When  a  frame  Is  filled  with  ten  dozen  eggs 
(which  are  taken  directly  from  the  boxes 
received  from  the  circles),  the  frames  are 
taken  by  a  man  and  weighed.  If  the  120  eggs 
weigh  too  much  or  too  little  for  the  grade  for 
which  they  are  Intended,  eggs  are  taken  out 
and  substituted  with  larger  or  smaller  ones,  as 
the  case  may  be.  The  frame  of  120  eggs  is 
taken  into  a  small  tightly  closed  room  and  set 
on  top  of  a  hopper  shaped  box,  which  is  about 
two  feet  deep,  the  sides  of  which  are  lined 
with  looking  glass.  The  bottom  of  this  hop- 
per shaped  box  is  about  8  by  30  inches.  Four 


16  candle  power  electric  lights  stand  up  from 
the  bottom,  equal  distances  apart.  The  eggs, 
as  above  indicated,  are  placed  over  these  lights 
and  looking  glasses,  thick  ends  up.  The  tester 
looks  carefully  tit  and  throuuh  each  egg,  and 
if  any  be  unsound  they  are  rejected. 

The  eggs  are  then  carefully  and  snugly 
packed,  side  by  side,  with  nothing  between 
them,  in  four  layers,  in  pine  boxes  22  by  72 
inches,  9  inches  deep.  Between  each  layer  of 
e^jTS  is  a  substantial  lever  of  str;t.,ht.  clean 
rye  straw ;  on  the  top  layer  of  egi;s  another 
laxerof  straw;  the  thin  boards  are  securely 
nailed  on,  the  boxes  are  properly  marked 
with  the  company's  trade  mark,  the  number 
of  eggs,  and  the  grade  indicated,  and  are  then 
sent  to  the  ship.  All  eggs  are  sold  by  the 
pound  f.  o.  b. 

The  cooperative  company  pays  all  expenses 
from  the  time  the  eggs  leave  .the  circles  until 
they  are  placed  on  hoard  ship.  The  average 
expense  is  6  ore  (1.5  ceuts)  per  kilogram  (2.2 
pounds).  In  other  words,  the  expense  is  a 
trifle  over  one  cent  per  dozen. 

The  cost  of  collecting  the  eggs  from  the 
fanners  and  bringing  them  to  the  circle  cen- 
ters is  borne  by  the  circles  themselves.  This 
work  is  done  by  a  collector  selected  by  the 
circle  board.  The  collector  is  usually  paid  so 
much  per  pound  of  eggs  collected.  The 
expense  of  this  collection  is  very  low,  perhaps 
on  an  average  not  more  than  2ore  per  kilogram 
(0.5  cent  per  2.2  pounds),  or  something  less 
than  0.5  cent  per  dozen. 

The  total  cost  to  the  farmer  from  the  lime 
the  eggs  leave  the  nests  until  they  are  on  board 
steamer  is  therefore  14  cents  per  dozen.  Eng- 
lish buyers  pay  for  th?  eggs  f.  o.  b.  Denmark. 
Private  Companies. 

All  the  eggs  shipped  from  Denmark  are  not 
cooperative  eggs,  strictly  speaking.  How- 
ever, it  is  true  that  the  great  commercial 
advantage  which  the  Danish  eggs  have  iu  the 
British  market  over  the  eggs  from  other  coun- 
tries is  due  to  cooperation. 

Pickling. 

About  25  per  cent  of  the  cooperative  eggs 
exported  are  pickled.  It  is  here,  of  course, 
that  the  greatest  profit  is  made.  The  process 
of  pickling  is  the  ordinary  lime  water  process, 
with  some  additional  secret  processes.  The 
minimum  price  paid  by  the  company  during 
the  year  at  different  times  illustrates  the 
important  point  of  how  confidence  on  the  part 
of  consumers  increases  the  value  of  a  product. 
In  1898  the  lowest  price  paid  to  the  farmer  in 
the  height  of  the  summer  season  was  50  ore 
(13  cents)  per  kilogram;  in  1901.  60  ore  (16 
cents)  per  kilogram ;  and  in  1903  ,  68  ore  (18 
cents)  per  kilogram  (2.2  pounds).

A  Peculiar  Case. 


E 


,  DITOR  Faum-Poultry  :— I  have  beeu 
a  reader  of  F.-P.  for  seven  or  eight 
years  and  I  am  in  trouble  over  death 
of  chicks.  Our  stock  Is  White  Wyau- 
dottes of  Hunter  strain,  Brown  Leghorns  ami 
Buff  Rocks.  They  have  range  of  the  ten  acre 
fruit  farm  winter  and  spring.  Young  stock 
is  never  yarded  until  October,  when  placed  In 
winter  pens  for  a  short  time,  so  they  know 
where  to  go. 

Seven  years  ago  I  could  get  no  hens  to  sit  in 
March  or  first  of  April,  so  I  got  an  old  incu- 
bator of  our  bank  cashier  and  hatched  about 
CO  per  cent  III  the  old  trap.  Sent  for  a  Peep- 
o'-Day  brooder;  placed  53  chicks  in  It,  and 
raised  50  fine  birds.  They  grew  so  fast  I  was 
highly  elated  over  success,  and  the  second  lot 
did  as  well. 

Mrs.  S.  and  I  thought  If  we  had  an  up  to 
date  machine  we  could  do  very  well,  for  we 
could  get  eggs  all  winter — as  we  seemed  to 
know  how  to  handle  them  for  laying.  We 
sent  and  got  a  Cyphers  240-egg  size.  In  March 
we  filled  it,  and  run  by  directions.  On  the 
22il  day  only  a  few  eggs  had  pipped.  About 
30  hatched. 

Next  lime  I  set  regulator  103  the  first  week, 
and  gradually  increased  to  1044,  and  have  had 
splendid  success  ever  since  in  hatching.  Gen- 
erally take  out  150  to  185  chicks.  I  also  sent 
and  got  six  more  Peep-o'-Day  brooders  and 
placed  chicks  in  them.  The  first  year  I  had 
Cyphers  machine  I  raised  about  50  per  cent 
of  chicks,  and  since  then  I  raise  000. 

Last  year  I  built  a  brooder  house  12  x  16, 
and  placed  three  brooders  in  it.  It  has  four 
half  windows  to  south,  walk  in  rear  of  brood- 
ers, and  dug  down  one  foot  so  brooders  are 
higher.  When  chicks  hatch  I  heat  brooders 
up  to  ope  90  and  one  95  and  one  100  degrees. 

1  had  a  fine  hatch  of  apparently  strong  heal:  by 
fellows.  I  cooled  incubator  down  to  90  and 
opened  ventilators  an  hour  before  taking  out 
chicks,  warmed  a  cloth  and  put  in  a  foot  tui>, 
and  placed  50  in  each  brooder.  Had  two  hens 
sit,  and  gave  them  ten  eacli  to  try.  Placed 
water  in  each  brooder;  fed  first  feed  36  hours 
later,  giving  bread  crumbs  (which  had  been 
dried  out  in  oven  for  two  or  three  days)  run 
through  a  Wilson  grit  mill,  a  sprinkle  of  fine 
oyster  shells  in  it,  and  a  hard  boiled  egg 
chopped  fine  and  minced.  Placed  one  tea- 
spoonful  on  a  six  inch  tin  pie  pan  and  put 
three  of  these  to  a  brooder  at  7  A.  M.  Some 
ate  and  some  did  not;  about  10  o'clock  fed 
about  the  same  amount  of  rolled  oats;  at  1  or 

2  same  of  bread  crumbs  again,  and  most  of 
iliem  out  to  eat.  In  the  evening  fed  fine 
cracked  wheat.  For  two  or  three  days  they 
were  lively  and  seemed  so  strong,  some  hop- 
ping up  on  hover  and  hungry.    Feed  was 


increased  but  very  little,  if  any.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  fourth  day  there  were  four  to  eight 
dead  In  each  brooder.  By  night  that  many 
more.  Some  of  those  strong  lively  fellows 
would  be  dead  by  night,  and  kept  going  that 
way. 

I  had  thought  It  was  In  the  temperature  of 
brooders  year  before,  and  I  was  testing  this, 
all  three  just  the  same.  How  are  the  hens  on 
just  the  same  feed  in  a  small  coop  like  Hunter 
used  to  use?  One  hen  lost  every  one  in  five 
days;  other  hen  raised  nine  fine  birds.  In 
ten  days  brooders  were  empty — not  one  left. 

We  took  the  brooders  out  In  the  sun  and 
scalded  them  out,  and  used  lye  to  wash  them. 
Then  put  in  1J  per  cent  carbolic  acid  to  rinse 
out  with,  and  let  them  sun  every  day  for  a 
week.  We  scraped  out  and  put  in  fresh  dirt 
on  floor  of  house,  replaced  brooders,  went  to 
barn  and  got  chaff  and  alfalfa  leaves  out  of 
floor  and  put  in  brooders,  and  they  looked  so 
clean  and  neat.  Then  Mrs.  S.  and  I  made  a 
trip  over  to  Walla  Walla  to  look  around.  Two 
men  over  there  were  in  the  business.  One 
was  raising  White  Leghorns  and  only  losing 
two  or  three  out  of  a  hundred.  He  thought 
it  was  the  water  or  the  bread  crumbs.  He 
fed  Chamberlain's  chick  feed,  (I  got  some). 
The  other  man  thought  it  in  stock. 

We  came  home  tired  after  our  40  mile  drive. 
We  had  some  eggs  that  would  hatch  Thurs- 
day, so  we  took  out  ten  eggs  and  placed  them 
under  a  hen  that  had  been  sitting  a  week. 
About  160  hatched  out  of  1S5  eggs ;  six  were 
crippled.  Two  brooders  were  filled,  50  each  ; 
the  rest  we  gave  to  hens.  Run  both  brooders 
at  95;  fed  the  chick  feed  to  one  lot,  and  the 
others  a  bread  made  of  bran,  shorts,  corn 
meal,  bread  crumbs  ami  infertile  eggs  In  it, 
baked  half  a  day.  Put  lime  water  in  the 
water,  which  was  taken  out  of  a  little  creek 
which  is  a  mountain  stream,  and  no  alkali  in 
It.  Afternoon  they  had  skim  milk.  They 
did  splendidly  first  four  days,  while  the  hens' 
were  dying.  On  the  fifth  day  three  died  in 
brooders.  By  the  twelfth  day  there  were 
seven  left,  and  three  left  with  hens. 

We  began  to  set  hens  and  raised  about  100. 
A  neighbor  came  along  and  said  :  "If  you  will 
batch  me  some  I'll  try  it."  He  got  24  dozen 
B.  Leghorn  eggs.  I  selected  them  out  and 
put  243  in  Incubator.  We  hatched  out  1S7. 
He  let  me  take  the  S7,  and  we  raised  them. 
Last  week  we  hatched  177.  Two  hens  hatched 
same  time,  same  kind  of  eggs.  We  placed  the 
177  in  three  brooders.  They  are  eight  days 
old,  and  we  have  lost  28.  For  the  last  three 
days  brooders  have  been  about  90  to  92.  The 
chicks  seem  so  lively,  then  I  notice  they  take 
a  white  diarrhoea,  hug  the  heat,  and  die  in 
three  or  four  hours.    One  that  is  strong  in

morning  will  be  ilesd  at  night.  Hens  on 
same  feed  have  not  lost  one. 

I  do  not  air  eggs  first  week  only  while  turn- 
ing, after  that  I  do  considerable.  There  Is  no 
one  here  that  can  tell  me  what  to  do  or  the 
cause,  and  I  have  not  discovered  it  yet.  Can 
you  or  any  reader  of  F.-P.?  Our  experiment 
station  cannot  tell  me.  Two  years  ago  I  got 
a  lot  of  eggs.  I  picked  up  a  few  at  each  farm 
and  batched  them,  not  a  very  good  batch,  but 
these  chicks  died  just  the  same  war,  bug  the 
beat  and  bave  a  white  diarrhoea.  I  set  two 
bens,  and  when  they  hatch  I  shall  place  them 
in  the  brooder  and  try  It.  I  believe  the  eggs 
are  not  batched  properly;  but  why  do  I  gel 
such  batches  If  not?  Are  they  overfed?  Is 
three  teaspoonfuls  too  much  for  50  chicks 
four  times  a  day,  say  of  any  standard  chick 
feed?  Tbey  never  seem  to  drink  to  excess. 
I  just  came  In  from  brooders ;  put  a  little  feed 
In  chaff,  and  bow  tbey  scratch,  and  by  night 
some  will  be  dead.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Hodgson 
and  he  did  not  know.  Wrote  to  Cyphers  Co., 
—  said  It  was  just  some  little  thing  I  had  not 
caught  yet.  I  thought  I  had  caught  it  rather 
bad.  J.  S.  S. 


I  presume  that  tbe  reply  given  by  the 
Cyphers  Co.,  while  not  satisfactory  is  correct. 
It  Is  altogether  probable  that  all  the  trouble  Is 
due  to  some  little  point  Mr.  S.  has  not  given 
proper  attention,  and  which  might  never  sug- 
gest Itself  to  anyone  to  whom  he  gave  a 
description  of  his  troubles.  Possibly  the 
trouble  Is  with  tbe  location  of  tbe  incubator 
or  of  the  brooder  bouse.  It  may  be  that  tbe 
location  is  one  where  the  conditions  vary  with 
changes  In  weather.  There  are  some  places 
where  I  think  in  any  ordinary  season  it  would 
lie  almost  impossible  to  start  young  chickens, 
though  not  a  hundred  yards  away  they  would 
thrive.  I  know  of  a  number  of  such  strips  of 
land  In  my  own  vicinity.  I  don't  think  any- 
one  ever  tried  to  grow  chicks  on  them,  but  I 
can  easily  Imagine  that  one  who  did  might 
experience  such  troubles  as  Mr.  S.  has  had. 
These  strips  are  low  and  damp,  and  generally 
the  air  on  them  at  night  is  chill  and  penetrat- 
ing. Some  are  quiie  narrow,  others  wider. 
One  which  I  noticed  it)  particular  in  an 
extremely  dry  season  was  at  that  time  appar- 
ent ly  unobjectionable  for  young  chickens,  and 
I  think  likely  anyone  raising  chicks  on  it  then 
would  bave  bad  no  trouble.  I  am  only  offer- 
ing Ibis  as  a  guess,  but  the  point  is  one  that 
often  has  an  Influence,  one  that  is  generally 
overlooked,  and  one  that  It  wou'd  be  wise  to 
dispose  of  conclusively  before  Investigating  in 
other  directions. 

Mr.  S.  is  located  In  the  state  of  Washing- 
ton, which  has  a  moist  climate.  I  bave  never 
been  in  that  rjart  of  the  Pacific  coa>t  country, 
but  in  southern  California  there  are  many 
spots  I  would  wish  to  avoid  for  young 
ebb  kens  because  the  air  in  them  at  night  is 
heavy,  «luggisb,  damp  and  chilly.

Brooder  Capacity. 

Editor  Farm  -  Poultry  :— I  have  been 
greatly  Interested  lu  tbe  several  letters  com- 
prising the  "Brooder  Symposium."  It  would 
seem  from  many  of  the  advertisements  of 
brooder  concerns  that  the  one  aim  in  offering 
an  article  to  the  public  was  to  produce  a 
brooder  that  could  be  operated  by  a  person 
without  brains.  Judging  by  my  own  experi- 
ence in  visiting  a  great  many  farms  where 
brooders  are  used,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  the  one  great  mistake  of  the  amateur 
poultryman  is  overcrowding,  [t certainly  will 
produce  almost  any  or  all  of  the  many  ailments 
so  common  in  newly  hatched  chicks,  and  I  do 
wish  that  something  more  could  be  done  to 
impress  it  upon  the  beginner  that  one  brooder 
and  a  six  hundred  egg  incubator  is  a  bad  com- 
bination. Another  fault  I  find  to  be  very 
common  is  trying  to  save  oil  by  keeping  the 
brooder  closed  when  it  should  be  open.  Par- 
ticularly Is  that  true  with  the  outdoor  brooder 
which,  for  various  reasons,  I  have  little  or  no 
use. 

Give  the  chickens  plenty  of  beat  and  an 
npinntunityto  get  away  from  it  if  they  want 
to,  pure  air,  and  plenty  of  it,  a  dry  floor  with 
half  an  inch  of  litter,  and  plenty  of  floor  space, 
and  not  until  you  have  done  at  least  these 
things  ought  you  complain  about  mortality 
among  the  chickens.  If  my  experience  in 
raising  several  thousand  broilers  annually 
counts  for  anything,  forty,  or  at  most  fifty 
chicks  are  enough  for  any  brooder,  and  my 
advice  to  one  about  to  purchase  an  incubator 
is  to  buy  one  brooder  for  every  fifty  chicks  he 
expects  to  take  out  of  that  machine  for  the 
first  three  or  four  times  he  sets  it.  That  is 
for  one  360-egg  machine  run  all  through  the 
spring  I  would  plan  for  ten  or  twelve  brood- 
ers, and  I  believe  I  would  raise  enough  more 
checks  to  pay  for  them.

HAZELMERE    POULTRY  YARDS. 

A  Providence  Business  Man's  Poultry  Plant. 


SEVEN  years  ago  a  Providence  business 
man,  residing  on  a  three  acre  place  in 
Knightsville,  one  of  the  pleasant  suburbs 
. .  of  the  Rhode  Island  capital,  became 
interested  in  poultry.  The  beginning  of  his 
interest  was  one  hen  and  ten  chickens.  The 
interest  increased  rapidly.  In- fact  we  believe 
Mr.  W.  B.  Richardson,  proprietor  of  the  well 
known  Hazelmere  Poultry 
Yards,  would  now  admit 
that  he  had  a  case  of  gen- 
uine hen  fever,  and  that, 
too,  of  the  most  malignant 
type. 

The  three  acre  plot  was 
soon  covered  with  poultry 
buildings  and  yards,  and 
slocked  with  an  unusual 
number  of  varieties.  Mr. 
Richardson  admits  to  hav- 
ing at  one  lime  exhibited 
fowls  of  sixty-seven  vari- 
eties, including  all  of  the 
best  known.  That  stage 
of  the  interest  in  poultry, 
however,  was-  quickly 
■passed.  There  was  a 
rapid  weeding  out  of  the 
less  popular  and  profitable 
varieties,  and  a  steady 
working  down  to  a  good 
permanent  basis  for  busi- 
ness poultry  breeding,  and 
today  the  plant  might  well 
be  described  as  one  which  makes  a  specialty 
of  the  American  breeds,  though  not  all  vari- 
eties  of  the  American  breeds  are  kept  here. 

Mr.  Richardson's  favorites  are  the  Colum- 
bian Wyandottes —  Wyaudottes  with  Light 
Brahma  markings.  He  has  exhibited  and 
advertised  these  persistently  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  has  built  up  a  good  and  steadily 
growing  trade  in  them.  He  not  only  believes 
firmly  that  they  are  the  best  of  their  class,  but 
is  convinced  that  they  are  destined  to  become 
immensely  popular  as  they  become  better 
known.  Next  to  these  in  his  estimation  come 
the  Rhode  Island  Reds.  He  has  a  nice  stock 
of  both  varieties,  and  finds  them  always  in 
demand.  These  two  breeds  may  be  regarded 
as  his  principal  specialties,  but  in  addition  be 
keeps  a  few  pens  each  of  White,  Buff,  and 
Barred  Rocks,  and  White,  Buff,  Partridge, 
and  Silver  Penciled  Wyandottes.  All  these 
varieties  he  has  constantly  exhibited,  and  as 
those  who  follow  show  reports  know,  gener- 
ally won  a  good  share  of  prizes  competed  for. 

Something  over  thirty  breeding  pens  of 
birds  are  kept  at  home;  houses  and  yards  for 
these  with  other  necessary  buildings  fully 
occupying  the  land  available.  No  chickens 
are  raised  at  home.  AH  the  young  stock  is 
farmed  out,  and  a  number  of  the  best  breed- 
ing pens  are  kept  on  the  farms  where  the 
chickens  are  reared.  The  arrangements  with 
those  who  grow  the  chicks  do  not  differ  mate- 
rially from  what  is  usual  in  such  cases.  The 
grower  is  assured  of  a  market  for  all  chicks 

To  say,  when 


suitable  for  breeding  and  exhibition  purposes 
at  a  price  that  gives  him  good  pay  for  his 
work,  and  has  also  the  prospect  of  a  bonus  on 
what  chicks  he  succeeds  in  growing  to  better 
than  ordinary  weights.

His  Ducks    Don't  Hatch  Right. 

Editor  Farm-Poultry  Can  you  give  me 
any  information  as  to  the  trouble  with  our 
Pekin  ducks?  I  can  only  get  from  forty  to 
fifty  per  cent  hatched.  A  large  percentage  of 
these  are  very  puny,  and  have  sore  watery 
eyes,  the  lids  being  stuck  together.  When 
taken  out  of  the  incubator  they  lie  about 
under  the  hover  apparently  comfortable,  but 
not  enough  life  to  get  out  and  eat.  Then 
when  about  a  week  or  two  weeks  old,  what 
do  live,  a  portion  of  these,  seem  to  be  attacked 
with  a  kind  of  cramp;  they  throw  their 
heads  back  as  if  starving,  and  die. 

The  condition  of  the  breeding  stock  Beems 
lo  be  good,  although  I  have  from  forty  to 
fifty  eggs  die  up  to  the  eighteenth  day  out  of 
every  three  hundred. 

I  can  raise  nearly  every  chick  hatched  out 
of  the  same  machines,  in  the  same  brooders, 
with  no  trouble  at  all,  and  get  good  hatches, 
too. 

Can  this  be  a  consequence  of  inbreeding? 
We  purchased  the  birds  from  a  former  owner 
of  our  farm,  and  thought  probably  he  may 
have  inbred  too  close,  although  they  show 
every  indication  of  good  health.  They  are 
fed  (that  is  the, breeders)  equal  parts  bran  and 
corn  meal,  with  ten  per  cent  middlings  and 
beef  scrap,  about  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
whole  of  green  rye.  They  were  fed  all  winter 
on  cow  pea  hay  scalded  for  green  food.  Hope 
you  mav  be  able  to  point  out  the  difficulty.

The  yards  are  25  x  100  ft.,  and  well  shaded 
by  peach  and  plum  trees,  set  out  some  five 
years  ago,  and  now  in  full  bearing,  and  add- 
ing considerably  to  the  income  of  the  plant. 

There  is  a  small  cockerel  house  15  x  25,  and 
a  cook  and  cockerel  house  25  x  100.  This  last 
house  contains  SO  coops,  or  pens,  used  for  sale 
birds,  and  for  fitting  exhibition  birds. 

From  one  hen  and  ten  chickens  as  a  starter 
the  business  has  grown  until  now  sales  are 
about  $3,000  a  year.  Mr.  Richardson  says 
that  since  he  got  out  of  the  preliminary  stage 
where  like  most  beginners  he  expected  to 
make  big  things  out  of  it,  and  put  the  business 
on  a  practical  foundation— 1  mean,  of  course, 
on  lines  that  could  reasonably  be  expected  to 
work  out  profitably  —  his  great  difficulty  has 
been  to  get  reliable  help.  More  than  once  the 
help  question  has  become  so  troublesome  to  a 
man  whose  time  for  ten  or  more  hours  everv 
day  must  be  given  to  other  matters  that  he  has 
felt  like  giving  up  poultry,  but  he  has  still 
persevered,  and  for  some  time  past  things 
have  been  going  quite  smoothly. 

The  plant  does  a  good  local  business,  and 
could  very  much  increase  this  if  it  had 
more  room.  Its  mail  order  trade  comes  from 
all  over  this  country,  with  a  sprinkling  of 
orders  from  abroad.  *  Some  Columbian  Wyan- 
dotte pullets  shipped  to  an  English  customer 
last  fall  won  cup  honors  at  the  Crvstal  Palace 
show  in  competition  with  Buff  Wyandottes.

I  don't  clearly  understand  from  Mr.  R.'s 
statement  how  he  is  feeding.  It  is  not  plain 
whether  the  '-ten  per  cent  middlings  and  beef 
scrap"  means  ten  per  cent  of  each  or  of  both, 
or  whether  the  ten  per 
ceut  is  of  the  bulk  of  the 
bran  and  meal  or  of  the 
whole  mash.  The  animal 
matter,  after  the  ducks 
begin  laying  heavily, 
should  be  ten  or  twelve 
per  cent  of  the  entire 
ration.  When  too  little  is 
used  just  such  troubles  as 
Mr.  R.  reports  are  experi- 
enced. 

It  is  also  possible  that 
the  trouble  is  in  the 
management  of  the  incu- 
nators  and  brooders.  It 
is  generally  held  that  the 
duck  eggs  require  more 
ventilation  than  hen  eggs, 
and  the  little  ducklings 
cau  stand  the  brooder  a 
little  cooler  to  begin  with, 
and  need  the  heat  reduced 
much  more  rapidly  than 
for  chicks. 

If  inbreeding  did  not 
show  bad  effects  on  the  breeding  stock  it 
would  be  absurd  to  attribute  the  weakness 
of  the  ducklings  to  inbreeding.  It  should 
be  kept  in  mind  that  inbreeding  does  not 
produce  deterioration  and  weakness,  it  simply 
increases  them,  as  it  does  other  existing 
qualities,  more  rapidly  than  is  usual  when 
inbreediug  is  avoided.

Blood  Spots  on  Egg  Yolks.    1 1'.  H.  B.) 

—The  blootl  spot  sometimes  fount!  adhering 
to  the  yolk  of  an  egg  Is  supposed  to  lie  caused 
by  the  rupture  of  ;t  small  blood  vessel  in  the 
ovary. 

Canker,  i  ll.  I).  A.) — "What  is  the  matter 
wilh  my  E.  I.  Red  cockerel?  He  has  a  lightish 
yellow  growth  inside  of  the  lower  bill,  both 
sides,  rather  hard  and  black  at  the  outside 
edge,  bothers  bim  about  eating  oats  and  small 
grain.    Is  it  canker?" 

I  think  it  is.  Dr.  Woods  desctibes  canker 
as"  an  ulcerative  catarrh  of  the  motitb,''  and 
Bay  a  that  it  is  mildly  contagious,  that  causes 
are  not  well  known,  and  prescribes  this 
treatment :  "  Make  a  powder  of  equal  parts 
pulverized  camphor,  boraeic  acid,  and  sub- 
nitrate  of  bismuth  well  mixed.  Blow  this 
into  nostrils  and  throat  twice  daily,  using  a 
glass  lube  or  a  straw  for  that  purpose.  The 
affected  parts  should  first  be  cleansed  by  bath- 
ing with  hydrogen  dioxide,  one  part,  to  cold 
water,  two  parts." 

Hens  Have  Bare  Backs.  (E.  F.  H.)— 
■'  What  is  the  trouble  with  some  hens  of 
mine?  On  the  back,  just  above  the  tail  and 
close  to  it,  there  is  what  appears  to  be  a 
mange.  Tbe  skin  is  hard,  dry,  and  scabby, 
and  the  fealhers  fallen  out.  It  does  not  appear 
to  be  lice." 

The  trouble  is  probably  caused  by  the  feet 
of  the  males  breaking  first  the  feathers  from 
the  back,  and  when  that  is  bare,  making  the 
skin  sore.  Sometimes,  though,  it  is  caused  by 
feather  eating.  The  position  of  the  bare  spot 
will  generally  indicate  to  one  familiar  with 
such  appearances  which  cause  is  tbe  trouble. 
When  the  hens  have  eaten  each  other's  feath- 
ers they  generally  pull  out  the  soft  feathers  at 
the  base  of  tbe  stiff  tail  feathers,  and  also  pull 
them  off  down  on  the  sides  of  the  tail.  When 
the  damage  is  caused  by  the  male,  the  bare 
spot  is  usually  rather  more  forward,  with  the 
tail  feathers  and  coverts  not  injured. 

Soft  Shelled  Kggs.  (Mrs.  M.)_"Can 
you  tell  me  tbe  cause  of  my  hens  laying  soft 
eggs?  They  have  oyster  shell  before  them  all 
tl.e  time  and  eat  it  like  corn.  They  have  free 
range  over  about  ten  acres,  and  are  laying 
well.  Combs  are  red  as  blood,  and  they  seem 
healthy.  This  morning  I  found  four  soft 
shelled  eggs  on  the  drop  board,  and  this  after- 
noon I  had  a  few  eggs  in  my  pocket  and 
stooped  over  and  broke  one  of  them.  Some 
of  the  shells  appear  very  light  and  thin.  I  am 
feeding  them  in  the  morning  a  mash  of  meat 
scrap,  brati,  ground  feed  (a  mixture  of  oats, 
wheat  and  corn),  cut  clover,  bay,  with  wheat 
and  corn  at  night."' 

I'nder  such  circumstances  as  described  1 
think  the  cause  of  the  trouble  Is  an  Internal 
one,  something  that  so  affects  the  hen  that  she 
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75  North  St.. 


is  unable  to  retain  the  eggs  in  the  ovary  until 
fully  developed.  A  shock  or  fright  might 
have  this  effect.  Excessive  attention  of  males 
and  heavy  males  on  light  hens  also  have  a 
tendency  lo  make  troubles  of  this  kind. 

On  Five  Aeres.  (U.  B.  H.)—  "  Is  it  pos- 
sible to  make  a  living  from  egg  farming  on 
five  acres  of  land?  If  you  were  goiugto  buy 
five  acres  of  ground  for  poultry  and  for  a 
home,  what  sized  poultry  houses  and  yards, 
and  how  many  would  you  have?" 

A  big  stock  of  fowls  can  be  kept  on  five 
acres  of  land,  and  by  intensive  methods  and 
bard  work  a  man  can  make  a  living  that  way, 
but  I  think  the  same  man  will  make  as  much 
or  more,  and  make  it  easier  if  he  gives  himself 
and  his  fowls  more  room,  and  combines  some- 
thing else  with  his  poultry  keeping.  The 
great  trouble  with  the  small  farm,  as  stated 
elsewhere  in  this  paper,  is  that  there  is  no 
chance  on  it  to  shift  the  fowls  at  intervals, 
and  by  growing  crops  on  tbe  land  purify  the 
soil  and  make  it  clean  and  healthful. 

I  could  not  well  outline  a  general  plan  for  a 
five  acre  plant.  To  do  so  requires  an  acquaint- 
ance with  the  situation.  I  would  say,  though, 
that  no  one  ought  lo  buy  land  for  a  poultry 
plant  until  be  has  some  intelligent  ideas  of  his 
own  as  to  how  to  use  it. 

Cleaning  Incubator  Eggs.  (H.  C.  S.)— 
"If  eggs  destined  for  the  incubator  are  dirty, 
will  it  barm  them  to  wipe  them  with  a  damp 
cloth?  I  have  been  cautioned  against  leash- 
ing them  or  cleaning  them  in  any  way." 

It  will  not  hurt  the  eggs  to  wash  them  if 
they  are  washed  clean,  and  then  wiped  clean 
and  dry.  I  add  tbe  last  statemeut  because  I 
think  persons  who  have  had  uo  experience 
cleaning  eggs  sometimes  do  not  wash  them 
clean,  and  in  that  case  the  drying  process 
serves  to  continue  the  cleaning  and  make  it 
quite  sure  that  the  eggs  are  clean.  The  objec- 
tion to  poor  washing  of  eggs  is  that  it  often 
simply  serves  to  fill  every  pore  of  the  shell 
with  matter  which  stops  evaporation.  To 
illustrate,  an  egg  smeared  by  the  breaking  of 
another  egg  might  have  half  or  less  of  the 
pores  stopped  up.  If  carelessly  washed  the 
broken  egg  might  be  only  thinly  and  evenly 
distributed  over  the  entire  shell.  In  that  case 
itisevideut  that  It  would  have  been  better 
not  to  wash.  But  if  the  washing  Is  well  done 
it  is  an  advantage.  Take  clean  water  that  is 
warm  enough  to  loosen  the  dirt.  If  that  is 
very  adhesive  let  the  eggs  soak  awhile  — but 
never  use  water  hot  enough  to  cook  the  egg 
next  the  shell.  Don't  attempt  to  rub  the  eggs 
hard.  I  prefer  a  bit  of  soft  sponge  for  the 
washing,  and  a  soft  cloth  to  dry  the  eggs, 
though  I  only  dry  tbem  when  to  be  sold 
(market  eggs).  The  eggs  I  set  I  wash  clean 
and  let  dry  in  the  air.   There  can  be  no  bad

effects  if  the  eggs  are  clean.  There  may  be  a 
slight  .staining  of  the  shell,  which  is  of  no 
consequence  when  the  eggs  are  to  be  incu- 
bated, but  does  not  look  well  on  eggs  offered 
for  sale.  If  many  soiled  eggs  are  to  be  washed 
use  small  quantities  of  water,  and  change 
often.  Using  water  that  has  become  thick 
with  the  stuff  washed  off  the  eggs  causes  most 
of  the  trouble  which  makes  some  warn  against 
washing  eggs. 

Keeping  Clover  Before  Chicks.  (G. 

C.  P.)  — "  What  do  you  think  about  having 
steamed  clover  before  chicks  pretty  near  all 
the  time?  I  never  fed  it  to  chicks  until  this 
year,  and  they  seem  to  crave  it,  though  they 
have  plenty  of  other  food  in  litter.  Do  you 
think  they  can  eat  too  much,  provided  they 
have  plenty  of  good  grain?  I  have  given  it  to 
them  when  two  days  old." 

There  is  very  little  danger  of  injuring  the 
chicks  by  feeding  clover,  but  I  would  not  say 
positively  that  there  was  no  danger  in  any 
particular  case  without  knowing  all  about  the 
case.  It  sometimes  happens  that  chicks  and 
fowls  both  develop  abnormal  appetites  for 
some  particular  article,  and  eat  it  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  other  things.  In  such  case  one  must 
limit  the  quantities  of  the  favored  article  fed, 
and  must  also  try  to  find  out  what  causes  the 
trouble,  and  apply  a  suitable  remedy. 

Soft  Shelled  Eggs.  (Mrs.  C.  F.  R.)  - 
"What  is  the  cause  of  soft  shelled  eggs,  and 
the  cure  for  it?  I  have  just  lo6t  a  fine  R.  I. 
Red  pullet,  and  on  opening  her  found  that 
killed  her.  She  was  not  very  fat  either.  Some 
time  ago  she  laid  an  egg  that  was  all  white — 
no  yolk.  I  thought  she  was  too  fat,  but  when 
I  opened  her  found  very  little  fat.  What  was 
the  matter?  Could  it  be  the  rooster?  He  is 
of  the  same  breed  and  rather  heavy,  but  so 
was  she." 

It  wasn't  the  soft  shelled  eggs  that  killed 
the  hen.  It  was  probably  the  disease  or  dis- 
turbance of  the  system  that  caused  the  ben  to 
lay  the  egg  without  a  yolk  and  to  fail  to  coat 
with  shell  as  fast  as  they  developed  the  eggs 
found  in  her  after  death.  What  that  disease 
might  be  I  could  not  say.  Little  is  known 
about  diseases  of  the  reproductive  organs  of 
the  hen.  The  nature  of  the  case  makes  it 
difficult  either  to  diagnose  such  cases  accu- 
rately before  the  death  of  the  fowl  or  to  get 
practical  results  from  investigations  of  them. 
We  know  almost  nothing  of  their  develop- 
ment, and  even  less  of  their  origin,  hence  the 
practical  impossibility  of  making  any  definite 
efforts  to  prevent  them.  The  weight  of  a 
male  bird  of  her  own  variety  should  not  injure 
a  hen,  provided  she  was  not  much  below  or 
the  male  much  above  average  weight,  and  the 
hen  in  good  condition.  If  a  hen  is  in  any  way 
out  of  condition  it  is  well  to  keep  her  away 
from  the  attentions  of  the  male,  for  they  are 
apt  to  retard  recovery  even  when  not  notably 
against  it,  and  they  certainly  serve  no  useful 
purpose  at  such  times. 

Twisted  Neck.  Rheumatism.  (Mrs. 
SI.  Mc.)  —  "I  have  a  hen  with  her  neck  all 
twisted  around  to  one  side.  It  has  been  so 
for  a  week.  Have  her  in  a  house  by  herself 
with  feed  and  drink  where  she  can  get  it. 
She  doesn't  seem  to  get  any  better.  What  is 
the  name  of  the  disease,  and  the  cause?  I  also 
have  a  number  of  hens  which  lose  the  use  of 
their  feet,  but  by  removing  tbem  from  l  he 
male  bird,  and  keeping  them  by  themselves 
they  seem  to  get  some  better,  and  get  around. 
Is  it  caused  by  dampness?" 

I  am  not  at  all  sure  that  the  twisted  neck  in 
this  case  is  due  to  rheumatism,  but  think  that 
the  most  likely  cause  of  the  trouble.  If  there 
is  dampness  in  the  house,  and  some  hens  lose 
the  use  of  their  legs  it  is  natural  to  assume 
that  the  trouble  is  rheumatism.  Rheumatism 
may  affect  other  parts  of  the  body,  as  the 
neck,  and  I  have  known  cases  where  it  did, 
though  these  are  not  numerous.  I  have  at 
preseut  a  Light  Brahma  cockerel,  that  for 
want  of  a  better  place  to  put  him  in  I  kept  for 
a  week  in  a  small  coop  on  damp  ground.  The 
bird  after  a  few  days  began  to  be  stiff  in  t!  e

hock  joints,  and  in  a  few  days  more  began  to 
carry  his  neck  stiffly  ami  -slightly  twisted. 

The  neck  sometimes  becomes  twisted  as  a 
result  of  nervous  or  digestive  troubles.  In 
fact,  digestive  troubles  almost  always  affect 
the  nerves,  and  that  very  quickly,  as  anyone 
who  has  ever  had  serious  trouble  of  that  kind 
knows.  Worms  also  cause  twisting  of  the 
neck,  probably  because  of  the  nervous  effects. 
In  all  these  cases,  however,  the  twisting  of 
ueck  Is  apt  to  be  spasmodic,  while  in  case  of 
rheumatism  the  neck  is  more  likely  to  be  con- 
tinuously in  one  awkward  position. 

Chick  Has  Spasms.  (E.  K.)— "Cau  you 
tell  me  what  ailed  a  Buff  Cochin  chick  two 
days  old  that  suddenly  began  to  tuck  its  head 
sideways,  and  cry  with  pain?  It  went  back- 
ward, its  eyes  grew  wild,  and  It  bit  savagely 
at  my  hand,  had  evident  paroxysms  of  pain 
that  came  on  periodically.  I  thought  at  first 
it  was  a  louse  in  the  ear,  but  it  was  not.  I 
have  not  found  a  louse  this  year.  The  chick 
lingered  five  hours  and  a  half  and  then  died  In 
apparent  agony.  It  looked  well  in  every 
respect,  and  on  examination  I  found  nothing 
wrong." 

Still  it  is  evideut  that  there  was  something 
very  much  wrong,  and  altogether  likely  that 
an  expert  examination  would  have  discovered 
at  least  some  suggestion  of  it.  Anything 
wrong  with  the  chick  that  caused  acute  pains 
might  be  accompanied  by  these  spasms  or  fits. 
If  only  one  chick  or  an  occasional  one  is 
affected  there  is  no  need  of  giving  the  matter 
particular  attention,  but  if  an  epidemic  of  such 
attacks  occurs  the  cause  must  be  discovered 
and  the  trouble  corrected.  In  such  case  the 
cause  is  likely  to  be  found  in  some  general 
condition  affecting  many  chicks,  while  in  the 
isolated  case  it  is  more  apt  to  i>e  due  to  some- 
thing in  the  constitution  or  condition  of  the 
bird  affected. 

Chicks  Full  of  Grit.  (J.  B.  S.)-"A 
few  days  ago  we  lost  36  chickens  a  week  or 
ten  days  old.  Upon  examination  we  found 
them  full  of  grit.  These  chickens  had  just 
the  same  amount  of  grit  before  them  as  a  for- 
mer lot  of  chickens  had  from  which  we  lost 
practically  none,  and  we  cannot  understand 
our  loss  in  this  case.  Is  there  any  difference 
in  regard  to  the  quality  of  grit  to  feed  to 
chickens?'' 

An  abnormal  appetite  for  grit  frequently 
accompanies  digestive  disorders  ill  both  fowls 
and  chicks,  and  the  consumption  of  large 
quantities  of  grit  probably  add  to  whatever 
troubles  exist.  In  case  of  these  chicks  it  is 
supposable  that  the  trouble  was  due  to  failure 
to  properly  absorb  the  yolk,  and  that  that  was 
due  either  to  some  fault  of  incubation  or  to 
wrong  conditions  of  brooding  —  wrong  treat- 
ment of  the  chicks  immediately  after  batching. 
There  is  a  difference  in  grits,  some  gradually 
break  up,  always  presenting  sharp  faces,  some 
are  never  disintegrated,  but  wear  round  and 
smooth.  The  former  class  of  grits  is  generally 
regarded  as  preferable.  There  is,  however, 
no  difference  which  would  have  to  be  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  a  case  like  thai 
described  above. 

Why  Don't  They  Hatch?  (Mrs.  F.  W.) 
— "  I  have  had  very  poor  luck  in  hatching  this 
spring.  Nearly  all  eggs  had  chicks  in  Ihcm 
which  would  go  so  far  and  then  die.  Have 
tried  both  hens  and  incubator.  Also  my  hens 
have  leg  weakness  this  spring.  What  shall  I 
do  for  them?" 

Poor  hatches  are  the  rule  this  spring. 
Reports  of  good  hatches  are  rare,  and  I  sus- 
pect that  good  hatches  are  rather  more  rare 
than  reports  indicate,  for  I  have  noticed  in 
former  years  that  a  proportion  of  those  report- 
ing good  batches  didn't  seem  to  have  "  the 
goods"  later  in  the  season.  After  such  a 
winter  as  the  last  has  been,  it  is  hardly  reason- 
able to  expect  good  fertility  until  settled

spring  weather.  T  cannot  explain— nor  can 
anyone  else— just  bow  and  why  even  the  best 
of  care  of  fosvls  confined  to  the  houses  during 
winter,  fails,  as  a  rule,  to  give  satisfactory 
fertility,  but  we  all  know  that  it  is  so,  and 
that  poor  fertility  is  to  be  expected  this 
spring.  The  remedy  is  to  keep  the  birds  out- 
doors as  much  as  possible,  to  have  the  houses 
dry  and  well  ventilated,  to  feed  graiu  in  deep 
loose  clean  litter,  and  to  reduce  the  mash,  or 
even  omit  it  altogether.  When  hens  have  a 
good  run  in  spring,  with  plenty  of  tender 
green  stuff  and  juicy  worms  and  bugs  in 
abundance,  the  mash  is  better  left  out. 

The  leg  weakness  mentioned  is  probably 
rheumatic.  A  good  deal  of  these  spring  rheu- 
matic troubles  comes  from  unnecessary  damp- 
ness, from  houses  that  if  open  would  be  dry, 
but  because  closed  too  much  are  damp. 

Width  of  Roost.  (U.  F.  D'.)^-"Have 
read  quite  often  that  stuff  2  x  3  in.  with  the 
edges  rounded  should  be  used  for  roosts,  but 
am  not  told  which  side  should  be  up." 

The  broad  side  should  be  up.  For  large 
heavy  fowls  a  2  x  4  is  still  better.  The  edges 
need  not  be  much  rounded,  just  enough  to 
take  the  sharpness  off,  and  it  is  better  not  to 
have  the  upper  surface  smoothed.  The  under 
surface  may  be  smooth,  aud  when  so,  affords 
less  harbor  for  mites. 

How  to  Divide  Receipts.  (C.  W.  L.)  — 
"  I  have  been  studyingover  a  matter  on  "which 
I  would  like  very  much  to  have  your  opinion. 
Any  way  in  which  you  desire  to  answer  will 
be  satisfactory  to  me,  either  by  letter  or 
through  the  paper.  This  is  the  question  :  A 
man  wishes  to  start  a  poultry  plant  and  place 
a  man  in  charge  under  these  conditions.  He 
owns  ten  acres  of  rich  sandy  loam  underlaid 
with  gravel  situated  about  two  miles  from  a 
city  of  30,000,  directly  on  a  good  traction  road. 
There  is  a  good  house  and  barn,  poultry 
bouses  complete  sufficient  to  house  500  head 
of  stock,  a  100  foot  brooder  house,  brooders, 
incubators,  and,  in  fact,  all  the  equipment 
needed,  aud  the  place  is  all  fenced  well.  The 
owner  will  furnish  half  the  stock,  which  is  to 
be  for  a  combination  egg  and  fancy  poultry 
plant,  the  manager  to  furnish  the  other  half 
of  the  stock,  and  the  feed  and  supplies  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  receipts  of  the  business.  The 
mauageris  to  do  all  the  work.  How  should 
the  profits  be  divided  between  the  owner  aud 
the  manager?" 

I  answered  a  similar  question  on  page  125  of 
the  issue  of  March  1st.  The  principal  differ- 
ence between  the  two  cases  is  that  in  this  one 
it  is  proposed  to  have  the  working  partner 
furnish  half  the  stock.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  matter  would  be  much  simplified  if  the 
ownership  of  everything  was  vested  in  the 
partner  providing  the  plant.  Of  course  there 
is  an  almost  endless  variety  of  possible 
arrangements  for  division,  and  often  some 
outside  circumstance  comes  in  for  considera- 
tion. A  gentleman  called  the  other  day  to  ask 
advice  about  a  similar  plan.  In  his  case  he 
was  willing  to  take  nothing  at  all  out  of  the 
business,  considering  that  he  would  be  suf- 
ficiently paid  for  what  capital  he  put  in  it  by 
the  improvement  keeping  the  stock  of  fowls 
proposed  would  make  iu  the  general  fertility 
of  the  farm,  and  by  the  additional  value  given 
to  this  and  other  property  in  its  vicinity  by 
having  it  occupied  profitably. 

One  arrangement  which  occurs  to  me  as  a 
good  one  for  Mr.  L.  would  be,  if  each  partner 
furnishes  half  the  stock,  to  charge  the  business 
rent  for  the  farm  and  buildings,  allow  the 
working  partner  a  suitable  salary,  aud  then 
the  partners  share  and  share  alike  in  any 
balance.  In  that  case  the  amount  allowed  the 
working  partner  for  salary  would  generally  be 
less  than  if  he  had  no  share  in  the  profits  of 
the  business.

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The  New   Illustrated  Standard. 

As  all  know  who  liavc  been  reading  the 
poultry  journals,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  at  Rochester, 
February  1—5, 1904,  accepted  the  work  of  the 
revision  committee  done  at  Buffalo  In  May, 
1903.  Of  course  some  changes  and  additions 
to  the  original  report  were  made,  but  all  agree 
that  the  work  as  a  whole  is  very  complete 
and  will  doubtless  prove  more  satisfactory  to 
fanciers  and  more  instructive  to  amateurs 
than  any  former  Issue  of  the  Standard. 

The  duty  of  finally  editing  the  completed 
report,  of  approving  the  details  of  the  arll-ts' 
work  as  they  are  finished,  of  receiving  bids 
from  publishers  and  of  contracting  for  the 
issuing  of  the  book,  was  assigned  to  five  men, 
to  be  known  as  the  publication  committee: 
F.  L.  Kimmey,  D.  Lincoln  Orr,  G.  M.  Curtis, 
J.  H.  Drevenstedt  and  T.  E.  Orr. 

This  committee,  after  doing  as  much  pre- 
liminary work  by  correspondence  as  possible, 
held  its  first  meeting  at  the  Arlington  Hotel, 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  March  22  ,  23  and  24. 

As  per  agreement  at  Rochester,  a  committee 
of  representative  Game  and  Game  Bantam 
men,  Messrs.  C'ornman  and  Rulifson,  were 
present  and  made  suggestions  that  were 
approved  by  the  committee  concerning  the 
Illustrations  of  their  favorites,  and  these  fan- 
ciers left  assuring  the  committee  that  the 
work  proposed  will  prove  eminently  satisfac- 
tory to  their  constituents. 

The  heaviest  burden  upon  the  committee 
was  deciding  finally  upon  the  sketches  sub- 
mitted by  various  artists  who  bad  been 
requested  to  compete.  And  still  more  difficult 
was  it  for  the  committee  to  reject  some  cuts 
that  had  been  as-igned  definitely,  but  which 
failed  to  prove  satisfactory.  This  was  done 
fearlessly,  however,  the  committee  knowing 
from  the  Instructions  given  at  Rochester  that 
they  must  Individually  and  collectively 
approve  the  final  work  or  themselves  bear  the 
blame.  A  toial  of  eighty-four  full  page  illus- 
trations and  of  thirty  Illustrations  for  the 
Glossary  were  ordered,  and  these  are  divided 
among  four  artists,  Messrs.  Sewell,  Burgess, 
Graham  and  Schilling.  Of  course,  as  is  well 
known,  the  greater  part  of  the  work  falls  to 
Mr.  Sewell,  and  the  time  for  the  completion 
and  publishing  of  the  new  Standard  depends 
more  upon  the  rapidity  of  bis  work  than  upon 
any  other  one  thing. 

The  book,  when  completed,  will  be  very 
handsome, 5|  x  8  inches  outside  measurement, 
and  will  contain  about  256  pages  of  fine  heavy 
paper  of  a  grade  specially  adapted  to  ihe  best 
of  cut  work.   It  will  be  bound  in  a  beautiful

dark  olive  green  cloth,  with  round  corners, 
and  the  front  cover  will  be  handsomely 
embossed  with  a  design  appropriate  to  poul- 
try, the  lettering  In  gold. 

No  less  than  a  dozen  different  publishing 
houses  expressed  a  desire  to  bid  on  the  work, 
and  complete  specifications,  together  with  a 
bound  dummy  of  the  exact  size  of  the  book 
have  been  submitted  to  each  firm,  so  that  all 
may  bid  on  exactly  the  same  basis.  One 
clause  of  the  specifications  provides  that 
before  any  printing  Is  done  an  extra  set  of 
copper  faced  electrotypes  covering  every  page 
of  the  book  is  to  be  furnished  the  association, 
so  that  in  case  of  fire  destroying  one  set  the 
other  set  may  be  saved. 

Sealed  bids  are  to  reach  the  secretary  at 
Beaver,  Pa.,  on  or  before  April  25lb,  and  on 
April  29th  the  publication  committee  will 
meet  at  the  Arlington  Hotel,  Buffalo,  to  open 
the  bids,  and  If  satisfactory  to  award  the  con- 
tract. 

It  Is  expected  that  the  first  section  of  the 
book  can  be  put  to  press  in  June  and  the  last 
section  In  August,  but  owing  to  much  work 
yet  to  be  done  on  the  illustrations  and  the 
great  necessity  for  care  In  the  completion  of 
all  details,  there  is  no  hope  of  getting  the 
book  In  the  hands  of  purchasers  before 
September,  and  possibly  not  before  October. 

In  the  meantime,  that  is,  until  the  new 
Standard  Is  put  upon  the  market,  the  1903 
edition  will  continue  to  be  the  rule  forjudges 
placing  awards.  A  few  copies  of  this  edition 
still  remain.  Those  who  wish  copies  should 
order  at  once,  either  through  this  journal  or 
from  the  secretary. 

In  this  connection  allow  me  to  say  to  your 
readers  that  the  official  proceedings  of  the 
Indianapolis  and  Rochester  meetings  are  now 
In  the  bands  of  the  printers,  but  cannot  be 
completed  for  some  days.  A  full  list  of  all 
life  and  annual  members  will  be  included. 
Many  annual  members  who  have  joined  with- 
in the  past  year  should  remit  me  $8  at  once 
and  have  their  names  transferred  to  the  life 
list,  thus  saving  all  further  trouble  and 
expense. 

All  who  have  applied  for  membership  since 
the  Rochester  meeting  will  be  listed  in  the 
proceedings  in  the  same  way  as  was  done  last 
year.

THE  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Country  Gentleman  in  a  recent  letter 
to  that  paper  makes  a  report  which 
should  be  of  special  interest  to  poultry 
breeders.    He  says  : — 

"The  board  of  appraisers  has  sustained  the 
collector  of  customs  at  Boston  in  his  assess- 
ment for  duty  of  23  boxes  of  hens  imported 
by  E.  R.  Clowser.  It  was  shown  at  the  hear- 
ing that  the'23  boxes  of  live  hens  were  assessed 
for  duty  as  Jive  poultry,  at  3  cents  per  pound, 
under  paragraph  278  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897. 
The  importer  declares  in  an  affidavit  that, 
with  the  exception  of  about  one  dozen  cross 
bred  hens,  the  fowls  in  question  are  all  of  the 
breed  known  as  Barred  Plymouth  Rock,  and 
were  imported  for  breeding  purposes.  He 
seeks  free  entry  under  paragraph  473  exempt- 
ing, on  cer- 
tain c  o nil  i- 
tions,  animals 
imported  for 
breeding  pur- 
poses. A  fur- 
ther -claim  is 
made  under 
paragraph 
494,  by  virtue 
of  which 
'birds  and 
land  and 
water  fowls' 
are  free.  The 
board  in  its 
decision  says: 
'"We  do 
not  think  that 
a  review  of 
the  various 
tariff  laws, 
and  the  prac- 
tical construc- 
tion given 
them,  war- 
rants us  in  holding  that  fowls,  including 
Plymouth  Rock  hens,  were  intended  to  be 
admitted  free  of  duty  under  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  473.  We  think  the  word 
"animal"  in  paragraph  473  should  be  limited 
in  its  application  to  such  animals  as  horses, 
cattle,  sheep  and  swine.  In  Reichevs.  Smythe, 
the  supreme  court,  construing  the  word 
'anirnals,'"as  used  in  a  provision  of  the  tariff 
of  1866,  in  the  light  of  acts  in  parimateria, 
said:  'It  is  quite  manifest  that  Congress, 
adopting  the  popular  signification  of  the  word 
animals,  applied  it  to  quadrupeds,  and  placed 
birds  and  fowls  in  a  different  classification.' 
This  accords  with  the  construction  given  the 
law  by  the  administrative  officers  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

"  'Aside  from  the  above  reasons,  which  we 
deem  conclusive,  it  is  to  be  observed  that 
Plymouth  Rock  fowls,  while  a  well  known 
breed,  do  not  appear  to  be  a  recognized  breed 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  nor  duly 
registered  in  the  book  of  record  established 
for  that  breed.  The  law  provides  that  'the 
secretary  of  agriculture  shall  determine  and 
certify  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  what 
are  recognized  breeds  and  pure  bred  animals 
under  the  provisions  of  the  paragraph.'  The 
list  of  recognized  books  of  register  issued  by 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury  on  April  24,  1903, 
does  not  include  books  of  fancy  fowls,  but 
is  restricted  to  domestic  quadrupeds,  viz., 
horses,  asses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  dogs  and 
cats.  The  importer  in  his  protest  admits  that 
the  provisions  in  paragraph  473  relating  to 
proof  of  pedigree  are  impossible  of  fulfillment 
in  bis  case. 

"In  their  construction  of  this  law,  it  appears 
that  the  board  and  the  treasury  department 
have  uniformly  regarded  proof  of  pedigree  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  statute  as  a  condi- 
tion precedent  to  free  entry.  There  is  no 
Intent  apparent  in  the  law  to  exempt  other 
breeding  animals  than  those  registered  in 
books  of  record  duly  recognized  by  the  secre- 
tary of  agriculture.  In  T.  D.,  10718,  the 
department  held  that  pure  blooded  Dorset- 
Horn  ewes,  a  well  known  breed, butfor  which 
there  was  no  existing  book  of  record,  could 
not  be  admitted  free;  and  in  T.  D.,  24337,  it 
advised  a  collector  that  jacks  and  jennets 
registered  in  Italian   stud   books  were  not 


entitled  to  free  entry  because  of  the  refusal  of 
the  secretary  of  agriculture  to  recognize  such 
stud  books.  The  last  regulations  of  the 
department  on  the  subject,  issued  April  24, 
1903,  contain  the  following  provision  : 

"  'Unless  the  certificate  of  record  and  pedi- 
gree herein  provided  for  is  produced,  the 
animal  shall  be  considered  dutiable  as  not 
being  pure  bred  of  a  recognized  breed,  and 
duly  registered  in  the  book  of  record  estab- 
lished for  that  breed,  and  under  no  circum- 
stances will  officers  of  the  customs  accept 
certificates  of  record  issued  from  books  other 
than  those  mentioned  in  the  accompanying 
list.' 

"  Attention  was  called  to  a  treasury  depart- 
ment letter  of  March  14, 1S99,  announcing  that 
'fowls  of  pure  breed  do  not  require  certificates 
of  record  in 
order  to  en- 
title them  to 
free  entry, 
other  evidence 
being  satis- 
factory.' The 
board  con- 
strues t  h  e 
later  regula- 
tions of  the 
department  to 
be  controlling, 
however,  and 
to  work  a 
revocation  of 
that  letter  or 
order,  espe- 
cially in  view 
of  Ihe  uni- 
form course 
of  the  decis- 
ions. The  term 
poultry'  i  n 
paragraph 
278  is  clearly 
a  narrower  designation  of  barnyard  fowl  than 
'  birds  and  land  and  water  fowls' in  paragraph 
494,  and  it  was  so  held  in  the  board  decision." 


The  position  of  the  board  may  be  legally 
and  technically  correct,  but  everyone  who 
knows  anything  about  pure  bred  fowls  and 
the  circumstances  of  their  breeding  will  see  at 
once  that  this  is  a  case  where  there  should  be 
an  exception  made,  or  better  that  there  should 
be  a  special  classification  for  poultry  for  breed- 
ing purposes.  As  the  law  now  stands  there  is 
no  regulation  in  it  in  regard  to  fowls  for 
breeding,  and  the  treasury  ruling  is  simply 
excluding  the  fowls  from  a  classification  in 
which  they  apparently  do  not  belong.  To  that 
no  one  can  reasonably  take  exception.  When, 
however,  the  fowls  excluded  from  a  classifi- 
cation favorable  to  importers  because  not 
technically  within  the  provisions  for  that  class 
are  forced  into  a  classification  in  which  they 
just  as  evidently  do  not  belong,  which  classifi- 
cation is  unfavorable  to  the  importer  it  seems 
to  us  that  something  ought  to  be  done. 

The  officials,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  must 
either  put  the  fowls  in  some  classification  or 
not  admit  them  at  all.  As  between  these 
alternatives  the  course  they  take  is  undoubt- 
edly the  best.  But  it  seem9  to  us  that  when 
a  deficiency  of  this  kind  is  discovered  in  a  law 
the  department  which  has  to  administer  it 
ought  to  make  an  effort  to  have  the  error  recti- 
fied, or  at  least  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
law  making  body.  Failing  such  action  as  this 
the  breeders  ought  to  give  the  matter  their 
attention.  Naturally  a  representative  national 
poultry  association  —  if  such  existed  —  would 
interest  itself  in  such  a  matter,  and  there  is 
little  doubt  that  such  general  and  concerted 
pressure  as  might  be  brought  to  bear  on  mem- 
bers of  congress  if  the  poultry  interests  were 
well  organized  would  be  fruitful  of  results.

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Why   Do    Fowls  Decrease  in 
Size? 

Editor  PARK-POULTRY :—  A  year  ago  last 
fall  I  bought  a  pen  of  >ix  Brown  Leghorn  pul- 
lets anJ  cockerel.  I  lost  one  pullet;  the  others 
grew  well,  anJ  laid  all  winter.  La>t  spring 
we  set  132  eggs  from  them,  and  every  egg 
proved  fertile,  and  all  hatched  but  three 
which  w  ere  crushed  by  the  heus  just  before 
the  chick  broke  the  shell.  Most  every  hen 
hatched  every  egg  uuder  her.  They  did  well. 
Only  a  small  number— I  think  three — sickened 
and  died  :  others  were  stepped  on  by  the  hens 
or  picked  to  death  by  them  when  the  chicks 
got  into  the  wrong  coops.  We  at  last  gave 
rhem  free  range  and  they  began  to  mysteri- 
ously disappear  until  only  SO  were  left,  when 
we  began  to  watch  In  earnest  for  the  thief, 
but  not  until  the  number  dwindled  to  40  did 
we  find  out  the  cause,  which  proved  to  be  our 
neighbor's  dog.  One  can  imagine  how  aggra- 
vated we  were. 

Out  of  the  40  left  there  were  but  13  pullets, 
and  we  saved  three  of  the  cockerels.  Now 
those  pullets  are  pretty,  active  and  perfectly 
healthy,  and  good  layers,  but  they  are  much 
smaller  than  the  present  stock.  If  the  chicks 
from  these  are  as  much  smaller  than  these  are 
In  proportion  to  the  old  ones  our  nest  chick 
will  be  bantams. 

What  can  I  do  to  increase  the  size  In  this 
year's  chicks?  I  want  them  especially  for  the 
white  eggs,  but  the  eggs  are  small  too.  What 
was  the  cause  of  the  diminished  size?  Was  it 
because  the  eggs  were  from  stock  too  young, 
and  If  I  u>e  the  same  stock  again —  which  is 
now  two  years  old— would  I  get  better  size?

I  suspect  that  the  trouble  was  with  the  way 
the  chicks  were  grown,  but  as  nothing  is  said 
of  the  conditions  under  which  chicks  were 
kept  while  small,  or  at  what  age  they  were 
given  free  range,  I  have  little  on  which  to 
base  a  suspicion  except  the  general  fact  that 
that  is  a  very  common  cause  of  deterioration 
in  size.  Chicks  cannot  make  normal  growth 
if  limited  too  much  for  room,  and  chicks  con- 
fined to  small  covered  ruus,  as  is  often  neces- 
sary for  their  protection  when  small,  are  gen- 
erally both  kept  too  crowded  and  kept  iu  these 
small  coops  too  long. 

I  cannot  tell  Mr.  P.  specifically  what  to  do 
to  Increase  the  size  of  bis  chicks  unless  I  know 
just  what  caused  the  deterioration  in  size.  It 
might  be  the  cause  suggested  above,  or  might 
be  any  one  of  several  causes.  The  method  of 
feeding  may  not  have  been  suitable.  The 
breeding  stock  may  have  been  out  of  condi- 
tion. It  may  have  been  merely  the  season. 
Last  season  was  generally  an  unfavorable  oue 
in  that  respect. 


Too  Intensive  Poultry  Culture. 

Editor  Farm-Poultry  : — I  have  34  fowls, 
Leghorns  and  Minorcas,  on  a  piece  of  ground 
containing  100  sq.  yards.  Several  of  the  Leg- 
horns gasp  for  breath,  and  their  throats  are  a 
little  shiny  with  yellow  matter,  and  mouth 
smells  bad.  Combs  are  red;  nose  seems  clean, 
ami  eyes  clear.  £  clean  the  roosting  place 
almost  daily,  aud  spriukle  lime  and  carbolic 
acid.  Am  uuable  to  find  any  lice.  They  run 
for  shelter  as  soon  as  it  commences  to  rain,  eat 
hearty  and  look  well.  The  roosting  place  is 
in  a  stable,  and  is  papered  on  the  inside. 
There  is  a  vault  there  also,  but  it  is  boarded 
off.  Do  you  think  the  vault  could  cause  the 
sickness?   I  enclose  diagram  of  the  place. 

I  get  from  12  to  18  eggs  a  day.  The  fowls 
were  raised  in  this  place.  Have  had  as  high 
as  50  fowls.  W.  E. 


The  diagram  shows  the  roosting  place  for 
the  Leghorns  right  next  the  vault.  This 
would  be  bad  anyway,  but  it  also  appears  that 
the  roosts  are  so  situated  that  the  air  would 
not  circulate  there  freely,  but  would  be  stag- 
nant, especially  In  damp  and  warm  weather, 
retaining  there  the  odors  emanating  from  the 
vault.  While  not  proof  conclusive,  the  fact 
that  no  Minorcas  are  affected  would  suggest 
that  the  Leghorns  would  not  have  suffered  if 
located  as  the  Minorcas  were. 

Mr.  E.  crowds  his  fowls  loo  much,  and  it  is 
probable  that  raised  in  limited  quarters  and 
kept  as  they  are  they  can  be  kept  iu  fair  con- 


dition of  health  and  productiveness  ouly  by 
careful  attention  to  hygienic  conditions.  It 
won't  do  to  take  the  risks  of  keeping  them 
next  a  vault,  unless  the  vault  Is  frequently 
cleaned,  and  by  the  use  of  deodorizers  and 
disinfectants  kept  free  from  odors. 

The  Leghorn  hens  described  above  have 
such  colds  as  one  fiuds  when  hens  breathe  bad 
air  at  night.   Pure  air  is  the  best  remedy.

The  Greenfield  Score  Card  Club. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Greenfield 
Score  Card  Poultry  Club, of  Greenfield,  Mass., 
it  was  voted  to  hold  the  next  annual  exhibi- 
tion on  Dec.  6  and  7,  1904. 

Mr.  J.  Fred  Craugle  has  been  secured  as 
judge. 

As  there  have  been  In  the  past  some  slight 
misunderstandings  as  to  the  aim  and  objects 
of  this  association,  the  following  is  quoted 
from  the  platform  of  the  club : 

"For  the  purpose  of  better  educating  our- 
selves in  the  mating,  breeding  and  judging  of 
our  own  aud  other  breeders' birds,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  highest  interests  of 
the  club  members." 

The  management  wishes  particularly  to 
emphasize  the  educational  and  economical 
features  of  the  club,  and  to  state  that  no  cash 
or  special  premiums  are  awarded,  the  premi- 
ums being  simply  nominal. 

Economy  has  ever  been  the  watchword,  and 
in  this  the  club  has  been  eminently  successful, 
and  at  the  same  time  has  been  enabled  to  hold 
shows  of  the  highest  excellence. 

The  expense  of  scoring  Is  borne  pro  rata 
according  to  the  number  of  birds  exhibited, 
therefore  the  larger  the  show  the  less  expense 
per  bird  is  incurred.  It  can  be  stated  with  a 
high  degree  of  assurance  that  the  expense  of 
scoring  at  the  next  exhibition  will  be  less  than 
25  cents  per  bird.
